VENEZUELA'S BOUNDARY.

The House Passes a Resolution Rec- 
Ommending Arbitration. 
Washington, February 6.—The boundary 
dispute between Venezuela and Great Brit- 
ain over the delimitaticn of the frontier 
of British Guiana was the occasion of the 
passage of a joint resolution by the house 
today recommendirg the parties to submit 

the controversy to arbitration. 

The joint resolution was reported from 
the committee or foreign affairs, and was 
in accordance with the suggestion of Presi- 
dent Cleveland in his last annual mes- 
gare. ' 

Bills were introduced to obviate objec- 
ticus to the vriginal measures pointed out 
by the president, to pension Richard R. 
Knight and to grant thesGila Valley, Grove 
and,Northern Railroad Company a right of 
Way through the San Carlos Indian reser- 
Vation im Arizona. 

The currency and banking and gold loan 
bill was discussed five hours teday, after 
2 o'clock, under the five-minute rule, when 
amendments were in order. The principal 
specch in general debate was made by Mr. 
Brcsius, republican, of Pennsylvania, a 
member of the committee reporting the 
bill, who made an eloquent appeal! in the 
rame of patriotism and duty for united ac. 
tion. to relieve the country from its present 
ccndition. The amendments proposed by 
the committee, with two exceptions, were 
agreed to, after an interesting and at times 
exciting debate, during which there was 
mich confusion on the floor. The commit- 
teé proposed to strike out the section to re- 
tire all national bank notes of bess denoni- 
nation than $10, ani all silver certificates 
of higher devomination than: $10, and to 
require state banks to keep their lawful 
reserves in gold coin or gold certfficates. 
The two propositions were rejected. Nu- 


' merous amendments were proposed by indi- 


vidual members, but of those agreed to 
only two were of importance. One, offered 
by Mr. Haugen, republican, of Wisconsin, 
reduced from $50,000 to $20,000 the minimum 
capital stock of nationel banks; the other, 
offered by Mr, Hartman, of Montana, re- 
quired the payment of half of the customs 
dues collected to be in gold and half in 
silver. 

Mr. Bland’s free silver propesition, as a 
substitute for the bill, was ruied out of 
order by Chairman Richardson and from 
ihat decision Mr. Bland appealed. No quo- 
rum voted on the question of sustaining 
the chair, and the house adjourned, leav- 


ing the appeal pending for settlement to 
morrow. , 


THE SENATOR FROM WYOMING. 


He 'Takes His Seat and Adds to. the 
Republican Strength of the Senate. 
Washington, February, 6.—Another acqui- 

Sition to the strength of the republicans 

in the senate was made today in the per- 

son of Mr. Clark, of Wyoming, who ap- 
peared and took the oath of office. The 


| Senate now consists of 87 members, of 


whom 43 are democrats, 39 republicans and 
8 populists. 

The diplomatic and consular appropria- 
tion bill was taken up today and a long 
debate took place upon an amendment 
reported from the committee on appropria- 
tions for the construction and maintenance 
by the United -States government of a 
telegraph cable between the United States 
and Hawaii and appropriating $500,000 as 
part of the cost. 

The participants in the debate were Hale, 
Teller, Gray and Platt. The matter went 
Over till tomorrow without action, and Wich 
a point of order. pending against the 
amendment of general legislation on an 
appropriation bill. During the closing min- 
utes of the day’s session the senate sub- 
stitute for the house bill appropriating 
$4,000,000 for the new Chicago postoflice was 
taken up and agreed to, the bill passed and 
a conterence with the house asked for. 
The substitute makes a direct appropria- 
tion, but directs the fork to ‘be let 
out in contracts, the ag&regate amount of 
Which shail not exceed $4,000,000. At 5:45 
o'clock the senate adjourned. 

Senator Butler, tn charge of the pooling 
bill, had decided to make a fight to get 
that measure before the senate for action. 
He believes that the’ bill should be passed 
and that there are votes enough to pass 
it if it is permitted to come to a vote. 
This morning he offered a resolution that 
the senate take his bill up ahd consider it 
until disposed of immediately after the con- 
sular and diplomatic and the postoffice ap- 
propriation bills shall have been passed. 
The resolution went to the table and Mr. 


Butler can call -it up after these bills 
have been passed. 


THE DISPUTE SETTLED. 


President Cleveland's Decision Is in 
Favor of Brazil. 


Washington, February 6.—The president ° 


today decided the boundary dispute be- 
tween Brazil and the Argentine Republic 
in favor of Brazil. The difficulty was pre- 
Sented to the special envoys of Brazil, 
Baron Rio Branco and General Cerquiera, 
and the Argentine minister, Dr. Zeballos, 
who asscmbled with their staffs at the 
State department this afternoon by Secre- 
tary Gresham. The voluminous documents 
in the controversy were delivered to the 
president l"ebruary ¥, 1894, and he had a 
year for their consideration, in which he 
Was assisted by Assistant Secretaries of 
State Uhl and Rockhill. ‘Che decree of 
award, which is made under the arbitra- 
tion treaty concluded September 7, 1889, be- 
tween the empire (now United States) of 
Brazil says: 

“Now, therefore, be it known that I, 
Grover @leveland, president of the United 
States of America, upon whom the func- 
tions of arbitrator have been conferred in 
the premises, having duly examined and 
considered the arguments, documents and 
evidence to me submitted by the respec- 
tive parties pursuant to the provisions of 
said treaty, do hereby make the following 
decision and award: 

“That the boundary line between the 
Argentine Republic and the ,Jnited States 
of LBrazii in that part submitted to me for 
arbitration and decision is cunstituted and 
shall be established and upon the rivers 
Pepiri (also called Pepiri-Gauzup) and San 
Antonio, to-wit: the rivers which Brazil 
has designated in the argument and docu- 
ments submitted to me as constituting the 
boundary, and hereinbefore denominated 
the westerly system.’’ 

Tne president then proceeded to describe 
the boupjidary with great precision in 
order that it may oe tidentitied. without 
difficulty and closes the interesting docu- 
ment by affixing the seal of the United 
States. , 

it is understood that this is one of a 
great number of boundary disputes in 
which Brazil*has long been involved and 
that a definite dividend line is yet to be 
fixed between Brazilian territory and that 
of Bolivia, Ecuadur, Colombia and Vene- 
zuela. 


Lieceutenarmt General Schofield. 
Washington, February 6.—The, president 
this morning signed the bill reviving the 
ank of lieutenent generel of the army, for 
the benefit of Major General Schofield. 
Although the bill to revive the grade of 
Meutenant general has bewme a law, it 
has oeen ascertained that before Genera! 
Schofield can be promoted to that grade he 
must be nominated and confirined by the 
senate. Nomination has been sent to the 
executive mansion and will doubtless go to 
the senate today and will be promptly 
eonfirmed. Until this is done promotions 
trom lower grades cannot be made.

Take the Thermometers in by the Fire 
or They Will Freeze. 


WISCONSIN REPORTS FIFTY BELOW 


Violent Gales, with Blinding Snow 
Storms and Intense Cold. 


ALL THE WEST AND NORTH SUFFERS 


New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
Report the Most Bitter February 
Weather Known in Years. 


Washington, February 6.—(Special.)—The 
Weather bureau special bulletin says: Dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours the pressure 
bas risen 1.22 at Havre; 1.38 at Medicine 
Hut, and 1.32 at Swift Current, and has 
fajlen more than half an inch at Kansas 
City, Des Moines, Keokuk, Springfield, IIL, 
Hannibal and St. Louis, Mo. ‘These con- 
ditions have produced a very. steep gradient 
of the barometer and a wind velocity of 
sixty miles an hour at Valentine; forty- 
eight at Cheyenne,’ Wyo., and forty-six at 
North Platte, Neb. 

Emergency warnings, indicating violent 
gales with snow, have been. sent to the 
states in the upper and middle Mississippi 
and lower Ohio valleys and the upper lake 
region. The indications are for the sever- 
est cold wave of the season in Colorad., 
northern Texas; Oklahoma, Indian Territo- 
ry, Kansas, “Nebraska, Towa, Minnesota 
and South Daketa tonight. In Arkansas, 
Missouri, Indiana and upper lake Fregions 
Thursday afternoon and night. 

The following low temperatures were re- 
ported today; Middletown, N. Y., 12 below; 
Plattsburgh, N. Y., 24 below; Monticello, 
N. Y., 18 below; Cincinnati, 16 below; Mc- 
Keesport, 8 below; Columbus, O., and Pitts- 
burg, Pa., 5 below, and snow 
falling; Newport, R, is zero; 
Hanover, N. Hi, 14 to 18, or in 
that neighborhood; Utica, N. Y., 10 below, 
Schnectady, 14 below; Troy 14 to 20 below; 
Newburg, 3 below; Washingtonville, N. Y., 
20 below; Binghampton, 14 below; Glenison, 
18 below; Kingston, 10 below; Hudson, 
below; Rome, 12 below; Rochester 9 below; 

Concord, N. H., 18 to 20 degrees below 
zero. 

Lock Haven, Pa., 22 to 28 below through- 
out this entire section. 

Garfield, Pa., 20 to 30 below. 

Harrisburg, Pa., average of 6 below. 

Milwaukee, Wis., a blizzard.

The North River Frozen. 

New York, February 6.—Today was the 
coldest since December 31, 1880. In the fer- 
ry slips and for about a quarter of a mile 
out into the North river the ice was solid. 
Ferry boats had to ram their way into 
slips and in many cases made a dozen at- 
tempts to reach the landing. 

Through Pennsylvania. 

Philadelphia, Pa., February 6.—The cold- 
est weather in kebruary that Philadelphia 
ever experienced is now manifesting itself. 
The temperature at the weather bureau 
is 3 degrees below zero, with no immediate 
prospect of a rise. The weather is clear. 
Advices from points throughout the state 
report extremely cold weather, the lowest 
temperature being recorded at Cresson, 
where the mercury dropped t» 2) degrees 
below zero. Cresson is on the summit of 
the Allegheny mountains. At Reading the 
trermometer registered 5 below. 

At midnight the thermometer stood at 3 
above. 

The Coldest in Twenty-One Years. 

Baltimore, Md., February 6.—The temper- 
ature at the signal office this morning was 
1 degree above zero, the coldest February 
weather, with one cxception, in twenty-one 
years. r 


SNOW IN THE WEST. 


Railroad ‘Trafitic Interrupted and 
Heavy Storms Predicted. oe 
Chicago, February 6.—From zero weather 
the temperature began slowly to rise last 
night, terminating in snow, which gradu- 
ally increased in volume until this morning 
it had nearly reached the proportions of a 
blizzard. Transportation companies have 
out their sweepers and are, with difficulty, 
keeping the tracks clear. Reports from all 
over Illinois and Indiana are that similar 
s:cwstorms are prevailing and raliiroad 
travel through these states is being con- 


siderably impeded. 

Professor Moore, of the United States 
weather bureau, says the snowstorm which 
began last night threatens to result in @ 
serious interruption and delay of railroad 
traffic. A heavy snowfall during the next 
twenty-four hours is predicted for Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Minnesota and Indiana. An- 
cther severe cold wave is due tomorrow 
morning. 

Living Up to Her Reputation. 

The higher temperature which was prom- 
ised for Wednesday came for a short time, 
but it was marred by the increase in the 
wind and a steady fall of snuw, which 
drifted all day in this city and the sur- 
rounding ccuntry, seriously interfering with 
the transportation of the street railWays. 
‘he thermometer kept close to 5 degrees 
above zero. which was comfortable in com- 
parison with the -below-zero waves of re- 
cent date. The snowfall continues and the 
prognostications of the weather bureau 
are berne out by the conlitions reported 
from the railroad offices, peinting to gener- 
al delay of trains tomurrow. Ali the street 
car lines of the city were having a hard 
tin.e -to carry passeugers last night. The 
rail sérvice was demoralized. All trains 
are from one to six hours late. Most of 
the trains sent out last night were doubie- 
header,

At Zero in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., February 6.—The intense- 
ly cold weather of the past ten days con- 
tinues with slight abatement. The mercu- 
ry registered at the zero mark early this 
morning, but is slowly rising. A mild 
snowstorm prevails with indications of be- 
coming worse in a few h-urs. Railway 
traffic suffers but little delay from the 
storm. Reports received from southern 
lowa, Kansas atid Missouri points report se- 
vere cold weather with snow flurries.

Blixt Rises in Court and Accuses 
Hayward. 

Minneapolis, Minn., February 6.-Claus 
Blixt was again on the stand this morn- 
ing in the Hayward trial. Mr. Erwin said 
on the opening of the morning session: 

“You know, do you not, that you have 
padded your story throughout to suit the 
public feeling?’

Mr. Erwin continued m his attempts to 
mix Blixt up on the points of time men- 
tioned in his statements at the West hotel 
and since. Blixt stuck to-the last, and 
what he calls “the true statement,” and 
gave Erwin no satisfaction. 

It means a great deal to Hayward 
whether Blixt’s first or second confession 
is true.. If he told the truth in his first 
confession then Hayward will be able to 
prove an alibi. Mr. Erwin has adopted 
the idea that in his first confession Blixt 
told nearer the truth than in his second 
one. The accusation that Hayward did 
the killing was false—it was done by Blixt 
himself, as he nas since confessed, but 
the man that urged him to the deed was 
not Hayward. 

Erwin argued that Biixt had been com- 
pelled to change the time at which it was 
alleced Hayward had come to him with’a 
bottle of whisky, because it had been 
pointed out to him that Hayward would 
be able to prove him a falsifier if he did not 
change it “Any man in the condition. I 
was in,” shid Bixt, “would not be likely 
to know whether the time Hayward brought 
was 5 o'clock or half-past 7.” 

Hayward laughed aloud at this and looked 
sjuarely at Blixt the while. The face of 
the slayer turned Hvid, his voice trembled 
and he half rose from the witness chair. 
“Yes,” he cried, “this is no laughing thing, 
T tell you.’”’ He was pointing one shaking 
bard straight at Hayward and his lips 
trembled as he gasped out: “Yes, you 
you are the man that done it all. I know 
I tell the truth, you know—” 

Harry Hayward, with chin resting on his 
hand, his white teeth showing as his lips 
parted in a hgoad grin, had enraged the 
witness bevend endurance. BIixt was calm- 
ed and the case proceeded. 

Blixt remained on the stand until after 3 
o’clock, when he complained of a severe 
headache, and was excused with the under- 
standing that he should be called tomorrow, 
All through the trying ordeal of his cross- 
examination hé Mas never hesitated an in- 
stant. Try as the skilled attorney might, 
he was unable to trap him into making a 
single damaging admission. 


DEATH OF HOWELL OSBORNB, 


He Was a Character Well Known in 
America and Europe. 


New York, February 6.—Howell Osborn, 
a well Known man about town, died at ¥ 
o'clock this morning; thirty-six years of 
age. 

Osborn suffered from acute ‘kidney trou- 
bles, which followed a severe cold. He re.- 
cently went to Mount Airy, N. C, with a 
party of friends on a quail-shooting trip. 
He was caught in a blizzard and had to 
drive twelve miles through the storm, and 
arrived at his hotel in an exhausted condt- 
tion. 

A cold developed, which he feared might 
turn into pneumonia, and he at once start- 
ed for New York. He arrived here Janu. 
ary 2th, and he Has been in bed since 
under the care of Dr, E. P. Smith and Dr. 
E. G. Janeway, He realized that he was 
@ very sick man, 

Fray Templeton, the former burlesque ac- 
tress, who has been his constant compan- 
ion for the last ten years, was unremitting 
in her attentions during his illness. Both 
she and Howell Osborn have said that 
they are unmarried, otherwise a large part 
of Osborn’s income would have been cut 
off by the terms of his mother’s will. 

Howell Osborn has been an internattonal 
spendthrift. Since the death of his father, 
Charles J. Osborn, in 1885, he has divided 
his time about equally between Europe and 
America and, except for occasional brief 
intervais, has had the company of Fay 
Templeton. Osborn's father left in trust 
$500,000 from which he was to receive the 
income during his life ttme. At his death 
the bequest was to go to his next of kin 
on his father’s side. In l1¥l his mother, 
Miriam A, Osborn, diéd, feaVing im trust 
$700,000, from which he was to receive the 
income, : | 

It was provided that the income from 
his mother’s legacy should be shut off and 
the principal turned over to the Miriam 
Osborn Memorial Home Assoc@tion in case 
he contracteé a matrimonial alliance with 
“any woman who had ever acted, sung or 
danced on the stage.’’ It was for this rea. 
son that Osborn and Miss ‘Templeton never 
married. There was no other reason why 
they should not have entered into wé®ock, 
because Miss Templeton’s husband, ‘‘#illy’’ 
West, the minstrel, secured a divorce froff 
her in Chicago several years ago. On the 
deat, of Osborn the bequest of his mother 
goes to the Memorfal Home Association,

North Cabolina Can Easily Make a 
Splendid Display. 


ATLANTA’S DELEGATION AT RALEIGH 


Georgians Urge the Legislature to 
Make an Appropriation. 


THE WOMEN SECOND THEIR EFFORTS 


Blacks Recommend the Co-Operation of 
Their Race--The National Farmers’ 
Alliance EZEndorses the Fair. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 6.—(Special.)— 
At 1 o'clock this afternoon President Col- 
lier, H. H. Cabaniss, J. J. Spalding, Clark 
Howell, A. W., Smith, T. B. Neal, E. P. 
Black, F..P. Rice, ex-Governor Bullock 
and Thomas A. Closs, the committee rep- 
resenting the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, . arrived here after a 
pleasant journey from Atlanta, in the pri- 
vate car of General Manager Winder, of 
the Seaboard Air-Line. They were met 
at the union station by Mr. Josephus Dan- 
iels, editor of The” News and Observer, 
and members of the senate and house com- 
mittee on agriculture, and were taken to 
the Yarborough. 

After dinner they visited the state mu- 
seum and were shown through it by Sec- 
retary Bruner, of the state board of agri- 
culture, and State Geologist Holmes. They 
expressed admiration at the magnificent 
collection and its superb arrangement in 
the museum, and “they were at once im- 
pressed with the ease with which North 
Carolina can make an exhibit. The com- 
mittee called on Governor Carr, at tbe 
executive office, and was most cordially re- 
ceived. 

At 4 o’clock the joint committee on agri- 
culture gave the visitors a hearing at the 
board room in the agricultural building. 
Chairman Black, of the house committee, 
presided and there was a large and rep- 
resentative attendance. Chairman Nevw- 
borne, of the senate committee, did not 
arrive until later. Mr. Lineback wel- 
comed the Atlanta: delegation, saying it 
was a great pleasure to have it here. Rep- 
resentative French read the bill which is 
in the hands of the house committee and 
which he introduced. The bill appropriates 
out of the balance of the direct tax fund 
pow in the treasury, $20,000, of which $3,000 
is for the women’s exhibit, and a like sum 
for the colored department. 

Addresses were made made by Messrs. 
Howell, Bullock, Cabaniss, Spalding, Rice, 
Smith and Charles L. Pettigrew. The re- 
marks of all were heard with close atten- 
tion, and an extremely favorable impres- 
sion was made on the agricultural com- 
mittees. The visitors said the bill was 
well drawn. They urged with great skill 
and force all the reasons why North Caro- 
lina should participate. Not a reason was 
eft unstated. The matter was put in a 
most practical way, and the assured suc- 
cess of the expesition was shown as was 
also the fact that North Carolina would 
be guilty of a great mistake if it failed to 
exhibit, as this was the best way to show 
in this distinctly southern exposition its 
resources, and avail itself of the tide of 
immigration from the great northwest, 
get cotton mills from the north and trade 
‘from the South American and Central 
American countries. 

The speakers assured the committee that 
the good results of the exposition to North 
Carolina would be even greater than those 
from the world’s fair, which are now felt 
all over the state. In other words, it was 
broadly declared that in no way could a 
greater service be done the state than by 
active and earnest participation in the 
exposition. It was frankly said by all 
the speakers that no state in the south 
could surpass if, indeed, equal North Caro- 
lina in an exhibit, so much of which is 
ready. The é@nthusiasm and the public 
spirit of the people of Atlanta and Geor- 
gia were well shown, all political parties 
and both races being a unit in pushing 
the exposition. 

After the speeches Chairman Lineback 
moved that the thanks of the committee 
be tendered the visitors for their presenta- 
tion of the matter, and also for their com- 
ing here. This motion unanimously pre- 
vailed. Mrs. R. R. Cotten, who was presi- 
dent of the North Carolina department of 
the women’s department at the world’s 
fair, made an earnest plea to the commit- 
tees for the women’s exhibit from this 
state at Atlanta. The hearing before the 
committees lasted one hour and a half. 
During the evening the visitors were the 
guests of the Capital Club. 

At 7 o’clock tonight they were given 
another hearing, this time in the senate 
chamber, before the house and senate in 
joint session. Senator Francks, president 
pro tem. of the senate, and Speaker Wal- 
ser of the house, presided. The assem- 
blage filled. the chamber. Close attention 
was paid to the speeches. Mr. Howell, 
as chairman of the legislative committee, 
after an introduction by Speaker Walser, 
introduced President Collier, Spalding, 
Cabaniss, A. W. Smith, Bullock, Rice and 
Neal. The speakers declared their full be- 
lief that North Carolina, never backward in 
any enterprise, will be represented at the 
grand exposition. 

This afternoon the National Farmers’ Al- 
lance adopted very strong resolutions en- 
dorsing the exposition. Tonight there was 
a large meeting of prominent colored. men 
in the house of representatives for the pur- 
pose of forming a permanent organization 
for the proper and general observance of 
emancipation day in North Carolina. Rev. 
R. H. W. Leak, of Raleigh, presided. The 
following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolued, That the president of the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
and Governor Bullock are hereby invited 
to visit this convention immediately and 


submit a few remarks concerning the 
same.”’ 


In accordance with this, President Col- 
lier and Governor Bullock visited the con- 
vention and spoke, telling the colored peo- 
ple that for the first.time they were given 
& place in a great exposition. Governor 
Bullock assured his hearers that their best 
home was in the south and their best 
friends southern people, and he called on 
Them to make a worthy exhibit.. John C. 
Vancy thanked the committee for the earn- 
est and advanced work it has done for 
the colored race, which had no commission 
at the world’s fair. He promised that North 
Carolina Would lead at the Atlanta exp@i- 
tion. He said the feeling between the races 
here was better than in any other state 
and that the races would help each other 
win laurels at Atlanta. The following res- 
olution was adopted by a standing vote: 

“Whereas, The Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition, to be held in Atlanta. 
Ga., in the fall of this year, has set apart 
one building, erected at its own cost, for 
a display of the progress of the colored 
people of the United States during the 
thirty years of their freedom; and, 

“Whereas, The colored people from all

the appointment of a commission-from each 


state to collect and: install such an exhibit 
of the progress of the colored people as 
will be creditable to the race; and, 

“Whereas, This has been the first step 
towards such a cotiection and preséntation 
of the industrial and educational develop- 
ment of the colored people at any great 
exposition; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we heartily endorse the 
exposition and especially recommend the 
co-operation of the colored race, not only 
in North Carolina, but in all parts of the 
south, in making a display which will pre- 
sent the progress of our race to the world 
in such light as it deserves to be.”’ 

Mr. Howell was then called on and made 
a speech which was liberally applauded.

THRIFFILEY 


Another of the New Orleans Council 
to Be Tried for Bribery. 


New Orleans, La., February 6.—The ‘next - 


councilmanic case which will. come up for 
hearing in the courts and agitate the public 
mind will be that of Franvis B. Thritfiley, 
of the eighth district, which has been fixed 
for hearing in section EB on Wednesday, 
February 13th, before Judge Moise. The 
indictment in which Thriffiley is made the 
defendant was returned by the celeprated 
William E. Bloomfield grand jury, and 
cherges the accused with having feloniously 
ard corruptly proposedto receive a bribe of 
$7,500 from Charles Marsfall, superintendent 
of the Louisville and Nashville road, in 
return for which nae me was. to exer- 
cise the powers_vested in him as a member 
of the city council with partiality and favor 
and in support of the passage of certain 
ordinances then pending before the city 
council granting privileges of laying and 
rearranging the tracks of that company on 
the levee between LaFayette and Callicpe 
streets. 

Thriffiley was to have been arraigned 
on September 6, 1844, but the arraignment 
was deferred indefinitely. 

On January 14, 189, the defendant’s at- 
torneys appeared fm court with a motion to 
quash the indictment, but Judge Moise de- 
livered a written opinion in which the mo- 
tion was overruled and defendant ordered 
to plead. Thriffiley accordingly appeared in 
section B on the 15th instant and pleading 
not guilty, was discharged on his bond. 


THREE MEN SUFFOCATED., 


The Fumes of a Hard Coal Fire 
Overcome Them. 

New Orleans, La., February 6.—Three 
men met with a horrible fate last night or 
evrly this -norning om the Coal Palace own- 
el by W. G. Coyle & Co., lying in the 
river at the head of Erato street. Two of 
the victims were colored, while the other 
was a white man. Their names are Griffin 
Brown, Sylvester Richardson and John Ho- 
gan or Walsh. The latter is of the Cau- 
casian race and was a tramp without a 
home. The men were suffocated to death 
fumes from a hard coal fire, which 
they built;onm a piece of shect iron in the 
cebin of the Palace. The apartment was 
tightly closed and the fumes, finding no 
means of escape, filled the place and over- 
came the sleepers. This morning they were 
found rigid, and the smoke and ashes of 
the coal told the story.

for the rebels. Seward was one of the 
qucen’s commissioners to Washington last 
summer. Gallick, who is deeply implicated, 
was minister of the interior with Gibson. 
These arrests were made in consequence of 
disclosures by Nowlien, Wilcox and other 
prisoners, who have been vieing with one 
another in their revelations. On the morn- 
ing of the 16th, the ex-queen was arrested 
at her residence by Brown and Parker 
and confined in a former royal bedroom in 
the palace, where she now is. Mrs. Charles 
Clark continues to attend her. That after- 
noon the volunteer troops and sharpsh@ot- 
ers were all called in and asmince). 
their homes. None of them were kill or 
severely wounded. 

The weather during the campaign was 
mostly clear and cool, with moonlight 
nights.

Up to January 19th 310 persons were held 
prisoners by the goverment on account 
of the rebellion. Of the rebels taken from 
the field four were foreigners and 125 na- 
tives. Of accomplices thirty-Aine were for- 
eigners and lll natives. Only the half 
whites are included with the natives. 

The Story of the Rebellion. 

The court opened on January 18th with 
the last eight prisoners named above, who 
were charged with treason and levying war 
on the republic. Paul Niemann appeared 
as counsel for Wilcox, Grey, Wiedemann 
and Marshall. Antone Rosa was counsel for 
James and William Lane. Nowlein and 
Bertelmann refused counsel. The taking 
of evidence was begun in the afternoon. 
Wilcox and Nowlein plead guilty. The 
testimony was completed for the prosecu- 
tion early in the afternoon of January 
19th. Wilcox, James Lane, Wiedemann and 
Marshall testified for the defense, mainly 
proving the extrémely weak and incapable 
conduct of the whole affair. Niemann 
pleaded for a light sentence, urging ban- 
ishment. Kinney set forth the great pub- 
lic danger from the rebels. The testimony 
on this trial developed a large amount of 
precise information about the actual pro- 
ceedings of the rebels in the field. From 
other sources it is ascertained that only 
288 rifles were landed at Waialao and that 
the whole number of natives gathered was 
210. These men were gathering during all 
Sunday, January 6th. They were employed 
in cleaning the rifles cf the sand in which 
they had been buried and in getting drunk 
on gin. Nowlein was in the chief command. 
Bill Wilcox took immediate action on the 
shore. 

Nowlein commanded at Palao, aided by 
Wiedemann, Grey and Marshall. Nowlein 
had distributed bombs to some of his offi- 
cers. A few of these flung by the hand 
had given the idea that the rebels were 
firing shells from a cannon, which was an 
error. Wilcox, with forty men, retreated 
into the mountains and walked across 
Manaoc. His force dispersed entirely that 
night in the mountains, himself crossing 
to Nunann. Nowlein and his three young- 
er companions got up Palolo ridge and soon 
after to Woililiili, where they lay concealed 
for a week, fed by the natives. 

The whole attempt proved an absolute 
flasco through the incapacity of the leaders,a 
lack of discipline in the men and a general 
lack of courage and persistence. 

On the twenty-first the military com- 
mission began the trial of the four lead- 
ing men charged with procuring the im- 
portation of arms and ammunition—C. F. 
Gallick, Rickard, T. P. Walker and Ma- 
jor Seward. Walker alone pleaded guilty, 
Gallick with emphasis pleading not guilty 
Neumann appeared for the defense. Of 
the four only Seward and Rickard were 
implicated by the testimony yesterday.

These were land- 
ed on the islet, placed in sacks and buried 
in the sand. A couple of days later they 
were unearthed and secreted in a house on 
the main land. uu the night of January 
2d the pistols were taken to Honolulu. 
Townsend had left one man, Charles War- 
ren, on the schooner, which stood off to 
the northeast to await for the steamer 
Waimanato to take her cargo of rifles. 
The Waimanato—left Honolulu. December 
28th, called at Manana islet and then stood 
northeast to find the schooner. The schoon- 
was found on New Year’s Day and deliv- 
ered to the Waimanato 28 Winchester 
rifles with a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion. The Wafmanato again at 
Manana islet and sent word to town that 
the arms were on boarl. She stood out to 
sea for one day and on the evening of the 
2d ran into Bertelmanns.

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ALABAMA’S PROBLEM 


The Legislature is Wrestling with the 
Convict Question. 


RADICAL = CHANGES ARE NEEDED 


Legislation Is Passed to Encourage Far- 
mere to Grow Grapes—Corporations 
to Pay in Cash Every Two Weeks. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 6.—(Special.) 
The senate of Alabama is im committee of 
the whole considering the new convict 
measure. A voluminous bill of 15,000 words 
is the mucleus. The senators appear to 
favor the abandonment of the present sys- 
tem of working the convicts out on the 
State’s farm and returning them to the 
mines. Heretofore, the Jaw has required 
that not less than 100 should be leased to 
any one person, firm or corporation, and as 
few concerns would bid for so large a num- 
ber, the few who did bid were enabled to 
combine and lease the convicts on practi- 
Cally their own terms. It is now proposed 
that they shall be leased in smaller lots, 
Say of fifty, or even less. This will bring 
the state a better price for hire. The sen- 
ate will probably consume several days 
in the consideration of the bill. 

The house passed a measure today which 
will be of interest to the farmers of the 
State, especially to those of the mountain- 
ous districts. It is entitled an act to en- 
courage the cultivation of the grape and 
other fruits in this state and to provide 
for and regulate the sale of vinous liquors 
produced from fruits grown by cultivation, 
and, also, indigenous or wild fruits of all 
kinds. from which wine can be made. The 
bill allows wines made ‘in this state from 
fruits grown in this state to be sold by the 
maker or producer of such wines without 
@ license in all the markets of Alabama. 
The bill was passed. Seven or eight coun- 
ties, almost all being in the black belt, are 
excepted from its provisions. 

A bill providing that whenever a circuit 
judge is sick or is necessarily absent from 
his court, the governor shall have authori- 
ty to appoint a supernumerary judge, also 
passed. 

Mr. O’Brien’s bill, reguiring all firms or 
corporations engaged in manufacturing to 
pay their employés in cash every two 
weeks, passed this afternoon by a hand- 
some majority. This law will be a black 
eye to the commissary men.

NEBRASKA STORM STRUCK. 


It Is Feared That Many Lives Will 
Be Lost Before it Is Over. 

Omaha, Neb., February 7.—A furious bliz- 
zard, now rages all over this section. The 
storm began in the west, reaching Kear- 
nay, Neb., about daybreak Wednesday, and 
striking Omaha at 10 o’clock. Business is 
almost suspended; trains are all late. In 
some places there is snow and sleet, Ther- 
mometers mark from 14 to 20 degrees below 
zero, The storm extends far into Kansas, 
even to the southern boundary. The wind 
has been blowing at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour. The public schools were dismiss- 
ed at 1 o’clock on Wednesday. 

Telegrams from various portions of the 
state indicate the worst storm in the state 
for ten years. It is generally feared that 
many lives have been lost by this blizzard. 
It is growing colder rapidly. 

Frigid Weather for Minnesota. 

St. Paul, Minn., February 7.—Most dis- 
ccuraging weather reports come from the 
west and north.

Suffering and Destitution in Kansas. 

Kansas City, Mo., February 7.—Intensely 
cold weather prevails all over Missouri and 
Kansas. A blizzard of vast proportions is 
raging in Kansas, It is especially severe 
in the western and southern part of the 
state. The thermometer is falling. and 
the indications are that it will reach 15 
degrees below zero. Reports of suffering 
and destitution are coming in from Kansas. 
The blizzard has prostrated alli traffic. Not 
a freight train is moving in Kansas, and in 
many places wires are down. Trains on 
the Rock Island are snowbound at McFar- 
land, Kas. 


IN THE SCOTCH HIGHLANDS. 


The Most Terrible Weather Ever Ex- 

perienced—Trains Stopped. 

London, February 6.—In the Scotch high- 
lands snow has fallen almost incessantly 
since last night. The roacs are blocked 
end railway travel is impossible. A train 
is imbedded in an enormous drift near 
Lock Rennoch, Perthshire, and all efforts 
to start it have been futile, as the snow 
is piled up by the high wind as fast as 
it is shoveled away. All travel by land or 
water has stopped north of Inverness, on 
Moray Firth. Barns and sheds have been 
isolated by the drifts. Many catile are 
dying under cover. Thousands of sheep 
and deer have perished, from cold and 
hunger, or from suffocation in the drifts. 
Small game has suffered more than befcre 
in ten years. The blizzard is driving the 
grcuse seaward in great quantities. 

In Westmoreland several schools have 
been surrounded with drifts and parents 
of the school children have gone to dig 
them out. Many deaths of aged and infant 
poor are reported from the midiand evun- 
tics. The gale has also wrecked several 
ishing boats off the Fife and Berwick 
ccast and six or seven men were drowned, 

The Cold in England. 

London, February 6.—The cold which is 
new being experienced throughout the king- 
dom is the most severe that has been felt 
for years. The thermometer in the mid- 
lands averages 6 degrees below zero. The 
docks at Southampton are partly frozen 
over and protracted snowstorms and gales 
have prevailed all over the United Kingdom. 
Strong gales are reported from Queenstown 
and vessels are taking shelter at Queens- 
town and other ports. The Scotch and 
Welsh railways are blocked with snow.

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EVANS TAKES THE OATH. 
He Is Sworn in as Governor but Tur- 
ney Has the Chair. 


The opening of the returns for goyernor 
was concluded shortly after noon today, and 


‘availing himself of the constitutional pro- 


vision that the person having the highest 
number of votes shall be_governor, H. Clay 
Evans took the oath of office. The returns 
showed that Evans received 105,104 votes, 
Turney 104,356 and Mims 23,092, giving Byv- 
ans 23,092 plurality. 

Only twenty-two counties were not ob- 
jected to. Turney objected to twenty-nine 
and Evans to forty. 


Just before the opening of the returns 
was concluded a Bible was brought into 
the hall and placed on the table in front 
of Mr. Evans. It was the intention to 
swear him in as soon as the convention 
had adjourned, but this action was not un- 
derstood by the democrats. So; as soon as 
the last county was opened Senator Cooper 
called attention to the fact that the contest 
law allowed attorneys and claimants to be 
present only during the opening of the re- 
turns. He demanded that the fioor be 
cleared of all but members, and by a vote 
of 67 to &6 the seargeant-at-arms was in- 
structed to clear the floor. This was to 
prevent Evans from being sworn in at 
once. 

Senator Butler demanded that the mem- 
bers of the press be also ejected, but Speak- 
er Pillow instructed that they be not in- 
terfered with. 

As soon as the convention adjourned Mr. 
Evans. with his attorneys, went into the 
State library on the same floor and was 
followed by fully one hundred people, includ- 
ing senators, representatives and several 
State officials, where the formal oath of 
office as governor was administered by Hon. 
Thomas O. Morris, a prominent merchant 
and democratic members of the Davidson 
county court. Mr. Evans at once went to 
his hotel, while his attorneys went to the 
Office of the secretary of state and pre- 
sented to Mr. Morgan a copy of the oath 
with the request that it be filed. Mr. Mor- 
gan declined to receive it, saying that 
“when the proper authorities of this state 
Shall determine that Mr. Evans has been 
elected and he shall then have been duly 
inauguratd as such, I will, of course, recog- 
nize his authority. -Until then this Office 
will recognize only Peter Turney the gov- 
ernor of Tennessee.” 

Mandamus proceedings will probably be 
instituted at once to compel Mr. Morgan 
to file the oath. Mr. Evans's attorneys 
Say they do not intend to adopt any revolu- 
tionary plan, but are simply availing them- 
selves of every right to which they con- 
sider erg Mecis entitled, in order that it 
may not be said that any o , 
have been waived. ee — 

At this afternoon’s session a resofution 
was offered authorizing the appointment of 
a committee to investigate the charges, 
This was adopted. Speaker Pillow, of the 
Senate, appointed Caldwell, Scales and 
Beene, democrats, and Jeffries and Hodge 
republicans, Speaker Tipton appointed 
Hull Jarvis, Waddell, of Obion, and Fitz- 
patrick, democrats, and Rowan Keeney 
and Strong, republicans, and the joint 
convention adjourned subject to the call 
of President Pillow.

THE ACTION WAS TAKEN YESTERDAY 


Messrs. Frederic Kimball and Henry Fink 
Made Reccivers—News from Other 
Roads of the South. 


The interesting topic of talk in railroad 
circles of Atlanta yesterday was the passing 
of the Norfolk and Western railroad into 
the hands of receivers. 

This is ong of the south’s most important 
lines of railway and it was something in 
the nature of a surprise to the railroad 
managers in Atlanta to learn of its falling 
by the wayside. 

The Norfolk and. Western is the main 
link of the famous Shenandoah valley 
route. It has been kept in excellent con- 
dition and it is said that there are few 
roads in the country even now that are in 
better condition than the properties of this 


company. 
Messrs. EF. J. Kimball and Henry Fink 
were made receivers. 

The appointment of Mr. Kimball was re- 
quested by the Fidelity Insurance, Trust 
and Safe Deposit Company, of Philadelphia; 
the Guarantee and Trust Company, by rep- 
resentatives and holders of large amounts 
of securities of the company, and by the 
board of directors; and Mr. Henry Fink 
was selected in view of his successful ad- 
ministration as receiver of the old Atlantic- 
Mississppi ralroad, which was the prede- 
cessor of the Norfolk and Western Rail- 
road Company. In the interval, Mr. Fink 
has also been acting as receiver of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
and the Memphis and Charleston railroad, 
and is thoroughly familiar with the prop-— 
erty and the industrial interests of the sec- 
tion through which the road runs. 

A dispatch from Philadelphia states that 
the following statement was issued by the 
Officials when the announcement was made 
that the road had been placed in the hands 
of a receiver: 

“This action was taken under the ad- 
vice and at the recommendation of holders 
and representatives of very large amounts 


company had submitted a full statement 
of its financial condition, and of the antici- 
pated payments and receipts for the ensu- 
ing year. 

“The property of the company is in excel- 
lent condition, but, owing to the great de- 
pression in the coal and iron industries, 
and the unprecedented low rates prevailing, 
the net earnings of the company have, for 
the past two years, been insufficient to 
meet its fixed charges, and this has so seri- 
ously affected the credit of the company 
that it was thought impossible for it to con- 
tinue its operations without some readjust- 
ment of its liabilities. 

,"“A full statement of the affairs of the 
company will be issued in the course of a 
few days.” 

The Story from Richmond. 

Richmond, Va., February 6.—Judge Goff, 
sitting in the United States circuit court 
here today, placed the Norfolk and West- 
ern Railroad Company in the hands of re- 
ceivers and appointed as receivers Messrs. 
FB. J. Kimball and Henry Pink. The suit 
was instituted by the Fidelity Insurance, 
Trust and fe Deposit Company, of Phila- 
delphia, and Henry Whelen, Henry Whelen, 
Jr., Charles 8S. Whelen and J. Henry Ew- 
ing, doing business as Townsend, Whelen 
& Co., and Henry E. Gerhard, for them- 
selves and other creditors of the company. 

The bill sets forth that the Philadelphi 
corporation above named are trustees 
under the mortgage deeds of trusts of the 
Norfolk and Western as follows: 

The general mortgage, New River di- 
vision first mortgage, improvement arid ex- 
tension mortgage, adjustment mortgage 
and Clinch Valley division mortgage. Un- 
der these mortgage bonds to the amount of 
$18,500,000 have been issued. 

Aside from the value of the main line 
the railroad company is a large stock- 
holder in the Old Dominion Steamship 
Company, the Roanoke Machine works, the 
Columbus Connection Company, the Poca- 
hontas Coal Company, the Virginia Com- 
pany, the Lynchburg and Durham Reail- 
road Company and the Roanoke and South- 
ern Railroad Company. 

The action for receivers is taken in view 
of anticipated default of interest upon 
about $17,000,000 of bonds, and the fact that 
current expenses amount to about $500,000 
and that there is a floating debt upon the 
road of over $1,000,000. The orators state 
that they are informed and believe that 
the property of the company are in a good 
state of preservation and that the affairs 
have been skillfully managed. They at- 
tribute the present condition of its affairs 
to the depressed state of business, 

As Received in Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., February 6.—The news 
of the appointment of receivers for the 
Norfolk and Western was received in 
financial circles here shortly before 3 
o'clock this afternoon and, while such a 
denouement of the company’s financial 
difficulties had not been immediately ex- 
pected it cannot be said to have created 
much surprise. 

For many months it has been well known 
that the company’s credit was deteriorating 
and the steady depreciation of the junior 
securities has pointed unfalteringly to be 
the one conciusion—a receivership. 

Norfolk and Western shares have re- 
cently been quoted at the lowest prices on

not been openly reported that a receiver- 
ship was imminent and in some quarters 
it had been hoped that the difficulties of 
the company could be tided over. 
The News at Headquarters. 

Roanoke, Va., February 6.—The Norfolk 
and Western railroad officials at the gen- 
eral offices in this city were notified this 
afternoon of the appointment of receivers 
at. Richmond and that the road had been 
turned over to the receivers. They were 
instructed to proceed with the operation 
as heretofore, and while it is not known 
what will be done, the opinion prevails 
among the officials in this city that no 
great changes will be made in the operat- 
ing force. 

As this city is the center of the system 
and the location of the general offices and 
shops of the road it is largely dependent 
upon the Norfolk and Western road, there 
was much interest in the receivership 
manifested by the people here. The re- 
ceivership is somewhat of a surprise and 
there is a general disposition to accept it 
cheerfully. It is not believed that any 
Roanoke interest will be seriously affected 
and that the result will ultimately be bene- 
ficial, as it was well known that the road 
would have to go through the usual pro- 
cess of reorganization.

Pullman Was Expected to Testify buat 
the Officer Couldn’t Find Him. 


Chicago, February 6.—It was expected 
that George M. Pullman would take the 
stand at the opening of the Debs trial this 
morning, but the marshal reportedithat he 
could not find him and that it was~his be- 
lief that the’ palace car president was in 
his office part of the day yesterday, but re- 
fused to allow the officer to gain admission 
to his presenge. Later on. it is claimed, 
Mr. Pullman took a train to Florida. 

Eugene V. Debs was the principal witness 
of the day. Debs said his salary as presi- 
dent of the American Railway Union is 
$9,000 per year. He said the object of the 
organization of the American Railway 
Union was to unite warring factions of 
railroad employes and make their cause a 
common one against the General Managers’ 
Association. This was made necessary by 
the fact that the large roads ware con- 
stantly swallowing the small ones, and a 
movement was on foot to reduce wages. 
When he first heard of the trouble at Pull- 
man, Mr. Debs sent Vice President Howard 
thére and told him to avert the threatened 
strike if. possible. 

He related the proceedings of the Amerl- 
can Railway Union convention in detail, 
and said that the strike went into effect 
June 26th and was declared off August 2d. 
He stated further that during the contin- 
uance of the strike he at no time was 
guilty of any violation of the federal law, 
nor did he at any time, from the first meet- 
ing of the American Railway Union until 
the end of the strike, countenance any acts 
of violence or advise any one to violate the 
laws of the nation, the state laws or any 
city ordinance. He emphatically stated 
that at all meetings his words were to the 
effect that under no circumstances must 
mail trains be interfered with. His testi- 
mony was not concluded when court ad- 
journed. 

Before court adjourned Attorney Greg- 
ory, for the defense, requested Judge Gross- 
cup to order an investigation concerning the 
constable’s inability to serve a subpoena 
on George M. Pullman.

Macon, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—The 
inary trial of T. Jack Williams, of 
melfair county, for conspiracy and-the mur- 
ger of Tom Young, was held before United 
gtates Commissioner Erwin today. Wil- 
liams was represented by Colonel Joseph 
Preston. Marion Erwin, as attorney for 
the Dodge Land Company, assisted the 
commissioner in behalf of the government 
The defendant is a kinsman of the now no- 
torious Lucius Williams. Young was shot 
and killed while at work for the Dodge 
company on land in Telfair which the 
company Claims and which Lucius Williams 
also claims. Williams had been enjoined 
py Judge Speer from trespassing on this 
jand. The murder occurred about 10 o’clock 
on the morning of January 18th. Bb. T. 
Heap, the Dodge company’s foreman, was 
fired at twice at the time Young was shot. 
Several witnesses were examined for the 
government and defendant. It was shown 
that in the party doing the shooting were 
Steve Williams, alias “Punch,’’ John M. 
Williams, T. Jack Williams and Lucius 
Williams. No one testified that T. Jack 
Williams fired his gun, but he had it 
geveled for the purpose of shooting. it 
was stated that Steve Williams fired the 
shot that killed Young. John M, Williams 
fired twice at Heap, but missed him. None 
of the quartet has been arrested except T. 
Jack Williams. After hearing all the evi- 
e, Commissioner Erwin committed T. 
Jack Williams to jail, but will recommend 
to Judge Speer that Williams be released 
on

A short time ago Charles E. Damour en-

Dessau & Hodges repre- 
sent Carling. Damour has now withdrawn 
his charges against Carling. 

What About Bonds? 

The ordinance that was introduced in city 
council last night providing for the issu- 
ance of $130,000 of bonds will meet with 
geme opposition from aidermen when it 
comes up on its second reading at the 
meeting of council next Tuesday night. 
None of the aldermen are really opposed to 
‘any of the improvements proposed under 
the ordinance, but they take the position 
that it would be impracticable to spend just 
$78,500 on street paving and curbing, and 
that fully $125,000 should be spent in paving 
end curbing and $5,000 in street crossings. 
Under the !aw Macon can issue only $130,- 
000 more of bonds, and some of the alder- 
men and many citizens wish this entire 
amount spent in curbing, paving and cross- 
ings. They. say that paving is the great 
need and demand of the hour, and if the 
ordinance is submitted to the vote of the 
people with its various riders that it will 
be defeated, but that it will win if the 
ebtire issue of bonds is devoted to paving. 
Seme yoters will be against bonds for 
swamp drainage, some against bonds for 
improvement of Tattnall Square park, and 
for the other improvements proposed under 
the ordinance, whereas the necessary ma. 
jority might be cast for paving bonds.

THE CHANCELLOR’S OPINION.., 


Dr.. Boggs Writes a Letter in Regard 
to Weddington’s Case. 
Athens, Ga., February 6.—i(Special.)—The 
Clyde Shropshire medal contest has been 
the subject of a great deal of comment. 
Mr. C. A. Weddington, of Atlanta, who was 
at first declared the winner and afterwards 
declined the medal in order to set himself 
right before the public in regard to the 
question of plagiarism, submits the fol- 
lowing extract from a letter from Chan- 

cellor Boggs to the public: 


“It only remains for me to add that, 
throughout the whole of these trying pro- 
ceedings Mr, Weddington’s behavior has 
been manly and dignified. He came to me 
promptly and demanded an investigation 
with the declaration: ‘If unything be found 
to cast the slightest shadow on my title to 
the medal I will not have it. But I can 
take my cath that I never saw Bennett's 
speech, which is so curiously like mine.’ 
Every word, every tone, every act has been 
exactly that of a man conscious of his 
integrity. He has never shrunk from the 
searching gaze which rested on his calm 
face as he talked with me. There has nev- 
er been the slightest tremor in his voice. 
His representations of the facts have never 
varied, as might confidently be expected in 
the case of one who had any misgivings. 

“The whole matter is mysterious and per- 
plexing beyond anything of the sort hither- 
to falling under my observation. The nat- 
ural supposition of a common original for 
the speech of Mr. Bennett (printed in May, 
1893), and Mr. Weddington, spoken on Jan- 
uary 19, 1895, seems to be complicated by 
serious insoluble difficulties. But there is 
always a possibility of error in the inter- 
pretation of circumstantial proof. And 
while public administration in courts of 
law or elsewhere may not allow us to re- 
fuse to act on @ sufficiently strong proba- 
bility, yet in the judgment of charity, we 
may justly hold to the possibility of some 
explanation, which, if known, would be con- 
sistent with innocence. Such is Judge 
Cobb’s opinion, as I understand him, and 
such is my own judgment in the case.” 

In a letter from United States District 
Attorney J. 8. James, to the chancellor, the 
following occurs: 

“I have known Mr. Weddington from ‘his 
birth. His character is exceptionally good. 
He is sober, truthful, honest and trustwor- 
thy in every walk of life. I have known 
him intimately all this time, and whatever 
he says about his speech can be relied on 
implicitly. I would take his word argwhere 
and under eny circumstances about any- 
thing he might say or do. He would not 
misrepresent anything even to his own in- 
terest. and before he leaves college you will 
find that every word I have written about 
him is true.”’ 

After the board of honor, raised at Mr. 
Weddington’s request, reported A similarity 
between his speech and that of Mr. Ben- 
nett, he wrote a letter to the faculty, de- 
clining the medal and reiterating his in- 
nocence. He concluded his letter as fol- 
lows: “I mean by my future conduct to 
prove my innocence, not only to the board 
of honor, but to the public.” 

Judge Howell Cobb, to whom Mr. Weda- 
dington went for advice as to what course 
he should pursue, questioned him closely 
and in his letter to the chancellor expressed 
his firm belief in Mr. Weddington’s inno- 
cence.

“Wild Bill,” Alias the “Georgia Snake,” 
Is Free Once More. 


HE IS A DESPERATE HIGHWAYMAN 


A Companion Goes with Him—They Leave 
a Sleeping Cellmate Behind—One 
Expects to Die for Money. 


Valdosta, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)— 
Will Kink, alias “Wild Bill,” or “The 
Georgia Snake,” and Will Lewis, two des- 
perate highway robbers, broke out of jail 
here last night and succeeded in making 
their escape. The escape has created a 
fenuihe sensation on account- of the noto- 
riety of the criminals and because the es- 
cape was made from the new county jail, 
which was believed to be absolutely st- 
cure. No one knows at what time the es- 
cape occurred, and nothing is known as 
to which way the prisoners went. The au- 
thorities with bloodhounds are scouring 
the country for the fugitives. 

The new jail was erected a few months 
ago by the Manly Company, of Dayton, 
O., and the cage was guaranteed against 
file or saws for twenty-four hours. 

The “Georgia Snake” used a file in get- 
ting from the cage, and four different bars 
of steel were filed in two. Three bolts and 
a bar of steel were broken like pipe stems 
before they reached the corridor of the 
jail. AS soon as that was reached a hole 
was made in the wall near a water pipe. 
Blankets were tied to the cell and sus- 
pended through the opening in the wall 
to the ground. In this way the escape 
was effected between 11 o’clock last night 
and 4 o’clock this morning. 

For the first time in years the sheriff, 
jailer and chief of police were called out 
of town by business connected with their 
offices. The jailer was absent from ll 
o'clock to 4 o’clock a. m., and between 
these hours the escape was~made. A re- 
ward of $0 has been offered for the ar- 
rest and detention of the two prisoners. 
Hundreds of people have been about the 
jail all day long and the escape marks 
the two desperadoes as the sharpest in 
the country. 

Only yesterday a reporter asked “Wild 
Bill’ how he got in so much trouble, when 
the. reply came quickly: ‘“‘Money, boss, 
money. A nigger like me can’t go without 
money. I fight for it, and expect to die 
for it.*° 

A negro here was seen sending them a 
package last night by means of a string 
suspended from the window. That pack- 
age probably contained the tools for the 
escape. So quietly was their work done 
that a negro sleeping in the cell with 
them knew nothing of the escape until 
the jailer awoke him this morning.

Newburgh, N. Y., February 26.—At 3 
o’clock this morning, the safe in the post- 
office at Mateawan, Dutchess county, was 
blown open by three burglars. Then they 
shot Policeman Marshall Snyder. The 
bullet entered his mouth, knocking out 
several teeth and lodged in the muscles 
of the neck. The wound is serious, but 
there is hope of his recovery. Night Watch- 
man Jeremiah Stevenson had been on 
duty as usual, but just before the ex- 
plosion he was discovered by Snyder lying 
in a doorway near the postoffice in a 
stupor.

A THREATENING LETTER TO HIS WIFE 


J ust Before the Murder Stuckey Wrote 
Acknowledging That He 
Had Deeply Wronged Her. 


Dublin, Ga., February 6.—(Special 
trial of W. A. Stuckey for shoo 
death his ‘brother-in-law, Ira Taylo 
car of the Macon, Dublin and South 
railroad last September, is 
here. It took two hours to select & jury, 
E:x-Judge Roberts, Colonel Harlow Burch, 
of Eastman; Colonels Phil Howard and J.

The tragedy occurred at Turkey creek, 
ten miles from this town. Taylor was 
sitting near the front end of the ladies’ 
coach. Stuckey’s wife, who is Taylor’s 
sister, sat by his side and Stuckey occu- 
pied a seat behind them. As the train 
Was crossing the creek the latter arose 
from his seat, and walking forward, caught 
Taylor by the collar of his coat from be- 
hind and without a word shot him five 
times. Taylor fell at his sister’s feet a 
corpse. The murderer jumped from the 
train while it 
of thirty miles an hour. 

After the shooting the train proceeded to 
Dublin, where the lifeless body of Taylor 
was taken to his home and a posse at 
once formed to pursue Stuckey. The place 
where he leaped from the train was first 
visited, but no trace of him was found. 
The posse continued their search and 
finally met a negro man who told them 
that Stuckey had gone to his home about 
a mile from the railroad, and after tell- 
fg him that the conductor had kicked him 
off the train, hired the negro to take him 
in his wagon to Haskin’s crossing. He had 
done so and was returning home when he 
met the posse. The band of searchers then 
pushed on to Haskin’s crossing, which 
was fifteen miles from the creek where 
the bloody affair occurred. There they 
found Stuckey in a-critical condition, his 
left arm dislocated in several places, a 
large hole in his head and the whole right 
side of his body partially paralyzed. He 
was conveyed to town, placed in jail and 
medical aid was summoned. He lingered 
between life @nd death for several weeks. 
The physicians said it was a miraculous 
recovery and the patient attracted con- 
siderable notoriety. When the doctors con- 
sidered him cured he was released on a 
$5,000 bond. 

The beginning of the feud between Taylor 
and Stuckey, who were brothers-in-law, 
dates back to- last March, when Stuckey re- 
turned to his home in Wilkinson county 
after several days’ absence in Macon as a 
witness. before the United States court in 
a case of illicit distilling. After arriving 
home, Stuckey accused his wife of improper 
relations with a young man named Smith 
while he, Stuckey, was absent in Macon, 
Mrs. Stuckey, a vivacious and pretty 
young woman, denied the charge. She was 
£0 exasperated that she at once left her 
home and went to her brother’s home in 
tl-is town. After remaining apart some 
time, Stuckey opened communication with 
his wife, and finally, by making promises 
to treat her right, induced her to Hve with 
brim again. After her return, however, it 
is said that he forced her by means of 
threats of personal violence, to openly ac- 
knowledge to her neighbors that it was 
true that she had had improper relations 
with young Smith. As soon as this had 
been done to his satisfaction, he beat her 
severely with a shotgun, striking her so 
hard that the barrels were broken from 
the stock. Some say this did not happen at 
all. More dead than alive, Mrs. Stuckey 
ran away and again sought shelter with 
her brother in Dublin, to whom she related 
what had happened. He advised her to 
sue for divorce and alimony, as Stuckey 
was wealthy. The hearing of the divorce 
case was set for Thursday, the day the 
tragedy occurred. The week preceding, the 
murder Mrs. Stuckey received the fcllowing 
atte om her husband:

Now, don’t let any one 
see this letter. You read it carefully gnd 
then tear it up.’”’

TWO BROTHERS CONVICTED. 


One Goes to the Gallows, the Otler 
to the Penitentiary. 

Quitman, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)— 
Brooks superior court today was taken 
up in the trial of Jerry Jeffreths and Sher- 
man Jeffreths, both colored, charged with 
the murder of Tip Mauldin, a white man, 
on the night of December ist last. Jerry 
was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree without recommendation to mercy. 
Sherman wag convicted of murder in the 
second degree, with a recommendation -that 
he be imprisoned in the penitentiary for 
life. Both are negroes born since the 
war. 

On the night of December ist Tip Maul- 
din, consfable for the Morven district 
justice court, met a crowd of negroes in 
the public road and inquired if Jerry 
Jeffreths was in the crowd. Jerry stepped 
forward and inquired if Mauldin wanted 
him. On Mauldin’s saying that he did, 
Jerry replied by shooting him through_the 
neck. Sherman Jeffreths shot at Mauldin 
after he fell. They killed Mauldin simply 
“to see his wings crimp,” as they stated 
at the time. This murder, it was said, was 
the cause of the recent race riot in this 
county. The evidence was most positive 
in character and was entirely negro 
testimony. The jury was out just thirty- 
eight minutes. 

There was a negro before the grand 
jury today in investigation of the Brooks 
county race riot who swore that there was 
a band of negroes sworn to kill every 
white man that was im the posse that 
arrested the Jeffreths boys. He said that 
Sam Taylor, one of the victims of the 
riot, was captain and Waverly Pike was 
lieutenant and he declared that Sam Tay- 
lor tried to pursuade him to join.

The happy 
medium between undue contraction 
and undue expansion is ‘the point for 
Which economists are Striving, and 
they express that ideal currency in the 
term, “stable prices,” which means a 
volume of money ample for all the de- 
minds of business at a period of high 
prosperity. : 

That, of course; is an ideal condfiion 
Which, in these days of bank power and 
influence, we cannot hope to reach. The 
man who has the cash money in hand 
is anxious that its purchasing power 
should be as high as possible. He is, 
therefore, in favor of contracting the 
available supply of money. The pro- 
ducer of commodities, on the other 
hand, is anxious that his cotton, his 
wheat, etc., should be able to command 
48 much money in the markets as pos- 
sible, and he is, therefore, whether he 
Luows it or not, {n favor.of expanding 
the money supply. 

As a matter of course we employed 
the term, “stable prices” in the mean- 
ing given to it by economists. We 
meant stable prices so far as stability 
could be brought about by a uniform 
and sufficient money supply. Within 
that general level of stability there is, 
of course, the fluctuations occasioned by 
the operations of the law of supply and 
demand. If the fall of prices had con- 
fined itself simply to wheat and cotfon, 
there would be no room for The Jour- 
nal of Commerce to talk about the re- 
duced cost of production and transpor- 
tation as a factor in the problem. But 
the prices of alf commodities have fall- 
en, and the worst of it is that they are 
still falling. 

Is The Journal of Commerce perfect- 
ly convinced of the efficacy of its own 
arguments? If so, why does it not 
take hold of the short corn crop and 
Show tliat, in. spite of a supply un- 
equaled to the demand, tbe price has 
continued to fall because of increased 
cheapness of production and reduced 
rates of transportation? We should 
be glad to see our contemporary enter 
upon such an experiment in logic. 

What we ask of an editor who under- 
takes to set us right in this matter is 
charity, and it is a very small thing to 
ask of a man who proposes to chop 
logic and distor‘ facts for the purpose 
of maintaining the present dislocation 
of our currency system. 

We repeat, therefore, that the whole 
financial problem, so far as it effects 
the people, is a question of prices. While 
it is true that high prices are not the 
cause of prosperity, they are its inva- 
riable accompaniment. We do not mean 
inflation prices, but prices on the level 
of twelve-cent cotton and one-dollar 
wheat. High prices are one of the 
signs of prosperity, for they show that 
the products of human labor have a 
higher purchasing power, and that there 
is a plentiful supply of money in cir- 
culation to meet the demands octa- 
sioned by growing business and new 
enterprises. A high rate of interest is 
not a sign of scareity of mouey, but is 
an evidence of a keen demand for it; 
and this demand is base wholly on the 
profits that can be secured by borrowers 
who propose to invest money in busi- 
ness and in new enterprises. 

When prices are falling, as they now 
are—or, in other words, when money is 
scarce enough to command a constant- 
ly increasing premium in the products 
of human labor—the demand for money 
for purposes of investment practically 
ceases. Nobody can know what is to 
be the outcome of such investment, 
for nobody knows how much lower the 
prices of commodities will fall. Con- 
sequently money is congested in the 
centers and the interest rate is abnor- 
mally low. 

These things are as plain as the nose 
on a man’s face, and we have no doubt 
the editor of The Journal of Commerce 
sees and understands them—we should 
have doubt of his sanity else—but it 
is to the interest of the class he repre- 
sents that be should pretend not to 
see them. 


Lieutenant General Schofield. 

Jobn M. Schofield, nominated by the 
president to be lieutenant general of 
the army, revives an army rank which 
had ceased with the promotion of Lieu- 
tenant General Sheridan to be general 
of the army. 

These two ranks have always been 
filled by special legislation, and are 
not in the regular line of army promo- 
tion. They are intended as recognitions 
of remarkable military service. The 
rank of general was first created for 
General Scott as-a recognition of his 
services in the Mexican war. Later, 
when Grant had risen to eminence as 
the overtowering figure in the federal 
army, he was created lieutenant gener- 
al When the war was over he was 
honored with the full title of general, 
Sherman taking the title of lieutenant 
general. Upon the election of Grant to 
the presidency Sherman was moved up 
and Sheridan became lieutenant gener- 
al, to become general himself upon the 
death of Sherman, when both titles 
lapsed. : 

It has since been a matter of much 
controversy as to whether either title 
should be revived. Of course, the re- 
vival in either case would not be made 
blindly, but would be for the benefit of 
some officer whose services would be 
ésteemed worthy of the honor. In this 
way it became settled some time ago 
that General Schofield was the man 
for the honor which has at last been 


conferred upon him.

has been produced and supplied to those 
who needed it by the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington.

THREE YEARS IN THE PEN. 


An Important Whitecap Trial Is to 
Be Followed by Another Today. 

In the United States district court yes- 
terday morning George W. Terry was con- 
victed of whitecapping and sertenced to 
three years in the Ohio penitentiary. 

J. W. Redd, who was sworn for the de- 
fendant, testified on the cross-examination 
that several other parties were on hand. The 
offense charged was that of whipping Tom 
McIntyre in Murray county. 

Among the parties named by Redd are 
John Hulsey, Dave Butler, John Quarles, 
Jr.. Huse Nelson and Seth Harper. He 
admitted that he did the whipping himself. 

John Arnold, who was jointly indicted 
with Terry, was discharged on account of 
a defect in the bill. After the bill of indict- 
ment was drawn Arnold’s name was in- 
serted by the grand jury in only one place, 
and this caused the legal difficulty in the 
way of his prosecution. 

A number of alleged whitecappers will 
be put on trial this morning, charged with 
the whipping of Robert Hocker. Among 
these are Green Treadwell, an ex-state sen- 
ator; Frank Kilgore, a justice of the peace, 
and Dr, Sam Brown, a prominent, physi- 
cian of Murray county. 

The others indicted are: J. G. Gryder, Sil- 
vestus Gilgore, Robert Weaver, Hienry 
Lasster, Marion Bishop and Alfred Whit- 
aker, These men, it is charged, crueliy 
beat Hooker for testifying against Silves- 
tus Gilgore before Commissioner Hamilton 
at Dalton, Ga. Gilgore ran a blockade dis- 
tillery in Murray.

Jones & Martin, 
Glenn & Maddox, Tom Greer, Oscar Par- 
ker and J. EK. Robinson.

Now 
and then it took a verbal tilt to get what 
he wanted, but he got it, and put his story 
before the board and the large audience. 

He told of the trial of gambiers and of 
the policy pursued with reference to the 
keepers of lewd houses. Mr. Rucker aimea 
his questioning at sensational disclosures, 
but each time the solicitor dived into his 
pocket and brought out figures. 

He warmly praised the detectives. He 
said he considered them faithful, diligent 
and competent. He gave the history of the 
bringing @f cases to his court from tle 
superior court. 

He was on the stand when the hour of ad- 
journment was reached, and will resume it 
this morning. ° 

The crowd in the chamber was larger 
than it has been at.any time since the trial 
began. It was quite as large as during 
the Baker investigation. The interest was 
intense. 

The trial will consume the rest of the 
week. Many witnesses were summoned yes- 
terday afternoon, and the prospect is that 
much testimony will yet be introduced.

Afternoon Session Followed.

It was beyond 
all dispute the most interesting as well as 
the most- sensational feature during the 
investigation. He championed the cause 
of the detectives, and the effect of his 
Statements was plainly discernable on all 
interested in the case. 

The detectives straightened up from the 
chairs and their faces wore: a look of 
pride and triumph. Colonel Glenn smiled 
and smiled. When the solicitor had finish- 
ed his statement he was put through a 
Severe cross-examination by Mr. Tinney

What Dr. Smith Said.

He stated that 
about the Ist of Ociober last Looney came 
to him and told him one day while he was 
at the courthouse that there was an accu- 
sation against him in the city court for 
gambling. 

“I knew,” he continued, “that I had not 
been guilty in two years of that offense, 
and I demanded to see the indictment. He 
said he did not have it, but he thought 
Solicitor Thomas had !t in his pocket. A 
week later Deputy Sheriff Greene came to 
me with a warrant in the superior court. 
I demanded a preliminary hearing. Then 
gg detectives tried to get me to postpone 
“Finally, I got a bill against myself in 
the superior court. After I had put it in 
the superior court Looney came to me 
and tried to get me to take it back to the 
city court, promising that I would be fined 
Only $25 and costs. I refused to do it.” 

Dr. Smith was shown the accusation 
Sworn against him in the city court, which, 
during the Baker trial, was charged with 
being mutilated. The witness stated that 
his name had been added to the paper after 
the accusation had been sworn to by the 
detectives. He also siated that Looney’s 
name had been erased and the name of 
Cason substituted. 

The witness stated that he was not mad 
with Looney, but did not thik that it was 
right for him to tell a ite, as he did when 
he said there was an accusation against 
him when there really was not. 

Walter Taylor as a Scout. 

Mr. Walter Taylor, the newspaper man, 
took the stand and gave a jocular account 
of the scouting work he did while connect- 
ed with The Herald in detecting one night 
& gambling dive in the Healy buildiwg on 
Marietta street. He stated that he had been 
in the newspaper business about ten years. 
In those days he had frequently seen gam- 
blers about police headquarters talking and 
hobnobbing with the detectives. 

It came to the notice of The Herald that 
& game was going on in the Healy building, 
and he was detailed to detect and write it 
up. It was a dark night, and pretty risky 
business, scaling fire escapes, but he got 
up on the roof, and the sound of chips that 
pass in the night was wafted to his atten- 
tive ear. He wrote up a lurid story and 
gave the snap dead away. Two days af- 
terwards the place was pulled. 

“Don't you know,” asked

Editor Blackburn's Position. 

Editor Blackburn gave an exhaustive ac- 
count of the war waged by The Commercial 
against the detective department and espe- 
cially against Wright, Looney and Cagon. 
His first article was published in February, 
ist4#, and charged “high-handedness.”’ Since 
that time he had waged vigorous warfare 
against them. He did it because he felt it 
to be a public duty. He scarcely knew the 
detectives personally. The individual was 
nothing to him. A public trust had been 
imposed upon them, and unless they car- 
ried that out conscientiously they should 
be discharged. 

Mr. Blackburn named various instances 
where he thought the detectives derelict. 
They had failed to do anything in the Liley 
murder case. He recalled that they had not 
been instrumental in the capture 
of Myers, ani they had failed _ sig- 
nally in adynamite case in which 
he understood that a. reward of $1,000 
had been offered. All these things and 
many more led him to think that the de- 
tectives were incompetent and untrust- 
worthy. He stated that he had no feeling 
against the police department, and he drew 
a distinction betweent this and the detect- 
ive department.

“I was laboring under the hallucination,” 


he explained, “that a detective should be a 
shrewd man, I might have been wrong, 
but it appeared to ms that all of these mys- 
teries should have been cleared up.” 

The editor told of the only instance he 
knew in which there was any ground for 
personal ill feeling between him and the 
detectives.

Captain Forbes’s Damaging Evidence 

Buttoned up in a big blue military over- 
coat, Captain George B, Forbes told a sen- 
Sational story of the withholding of fines 
in the city court for the purpose of prose- 
cuting lewd women. He stated that he 
was formerly employed in Clerk Tarnmner’s 
office. Mr. Rucker asked if he knew any- 
thing about the withholding of fines and 
forfeitures to pay detectives. 

The witness did not respond, He hest- 
tated some time and seemed to be drilling 
his memory to march his ideas out in good 
shape. 

“In 1892," he stated in a deliberate and 
measured tone, “it was in the early part 
of the year, a settlement came up in the 
office for insolvent costs. There was a Dill 
brought up signed by Solicitor Thomas to 
pay Chief Connolly for the detectives to 
work up certain cases. I protested, but 
we decided it was best to let it go. I be- 
lieve it was to go for paying for telegrams 
or something of that sort,” 

“Two or three months later on there 
came another bill for $25. I protested again 
and said that no such bill should be paid 
out of the treasury. This went to 
Chief Connolly to pay the detectives for 
making cases against lewd houses.”’ 

“I object to that,”’ interrupted Mr, Glenn. 
“These detectives here on trial are in no 
manner connected with it.” 

Solicitor Thomas, who was seated just 
in front, got up quickly from his chair. “I 
want that brought out. I want him to tell 
it all, and I demand that it be brought 
out,”’ he exclaimed excitedly,

A. Amstrong, from New York, who was 
robbed and whom the detectives demanded 
and obtained money from. 

Faith Says He Was Prosecuted. 

W. H. Faith gave an account of the 
manner in which he received immunity 
from. the raids of the detectives. 

“I used to run a gambling place,”’ he 
said. “It was in the latter part of '93 and 
I used to give Hill Brown $25 a. week to 
give to the detectives to keep them off. 

“As long as Brown had anything to do 
with me,” he went on, “Il never got 
pulled. Sometimes he would come up and 
Say: ‘Boys, watch out,’ and we would 
hide away. Brown got the money to pay 
the detectives.” 

Faith was closely questioned by Mr. 
Glenn. He acknowledged that he had been 
prosecuted numerous times for gambling 
and was under prosecution when that game 
was going on.

The Defense on Deck. 

Faith was the last witness introduced 
by the prosecution. There were calls for 
Bill Brown, to whom he claimed he gave 
the money, and Chairman English gave 
Chief Connolly orders to have him brought 
up. 

Deputy Sheriff Mike Blount’ was put up. 
He was asked by Mr. Glenn concerning the 
testimony of Captain Forbes

Mr. Forbes Is Drunk, Sir. 

The sensation of the day awaited the ap- 
pearance of Solicitor Lewis Thomas. 
Smarting under the accusation implied in 
the testimony of Captain Forbes, he had 
scarcely taken his seat in the chair re- 
served for witnesses when he leaned for- 
ward and in a flurried «manner said that 
he thought Captain Forbes was intoxicated 
and was not responsible for what he said 
on the stand. 

Mr. Glenn asked a question. The solici- 
tor did not reply directly. 

“I desire to say, Mr. Glenn, that I think 
Mr. Forbes is drunk and not responsibi¢ 
for what he said on the stand. 

“I don’t accuse him of willfully telling 
a falsehood, but he is certainly mistaken. 
I want to be charitable, but what Mr. 
Forbes said is wrong. I want to say in the 
beginning that I never paid the detectives 
a cent in my life. The truth is, the de- 
tectives were opposed to indicting the 
fallen women. The policy of the city is not 
to prosecute them and as to my stating to 
Mr. Forbes that I gave money to the 
detectives for this purpose, it is absolutely 
false. I mean to say he is mistaken and 
can’t be in his right mind.’”’ 

When Mr. Thomas stopped the excite- 
ment was glowing. Everybody looked for 
Captain Forbes to rise up and reply, but 
just at the time he had stepped out. 

Takes Up the Gaming Cases. 

Solicitor Thomas entered on his stetement. 

“I have been in office now nearly three 
years. In the summer of '’8% the recorder’s 
court began the trial of gaming cases. I 
did not think that the recorder had juris- 
diction in such cases. 
such cases persons gaming on the street, 
that the recorder had the right to punish 
under the charge of disorderly conduct, 

“It was about the time that this was 
agitated that I was called on by Mr. John- 
son, of The Journal, for an interview on 
the subject. In this interview I stated that 
if the recorder was given the right to try 
lewd women and gamblers that they would 
come off light. This statement of mine 
caused some excitement. A short time af- 
terwards it came up in the legislature, and 
I argued it there before the committee. It 
seems that after that the city authorities 
decided not to try the gaming cases in the 
recorder’s court. Then they were taken to 
the superior court. The detectives did not 
bring a single case to my court. 

‘it was in the spring of ’94 that the de- 
tectives brought ten or twelve cases to my 
court, I was surprised. Mr. Hill-came to 
me and said he, too, was surprised. A 
short time after this the bribery charges 
came up. I was at Cumberland at the time. 
After*they had finished this, it was in Au- 
gust, '94, the detectives came to my office 
and said they wanted to have an interview 
with Judge Westmoreland as they wanted 
these gamblers fined and fined heavily. I 
saw the judge, and he said to bring them 
on to see him. At that time they said to 
me that they would never bring any more 
cases to the superior court, 

Two Reasons Given. 

“T wanted to know what was the matter,” 
Mr. Thomas went on in an earnest tone. 
“They seid that Monaghan had done 
them wrong. They had an incandescent, 
a welding heat of hatred against him. 
There were two reasons for taking the 
cases from the superior court, that they 
gave; one was that they hated Mona- 
ghan, and the other was that they wanted 
heavy fines imposed.’’ 

Mr. Glenn asked witness to state the 
amount of fines usually imposed in the su- 
perior court, 

‘I don’t think,’’ he answered, “that there 
were any fines givén in that court to 
amount to $500, except the other day when 
McElveen was fined by Judge Clark. I be- 
lieve he got that amount. The usual range 
of fines in that court was from $25 to $100. 

‘Well, to go on, the detectives said that 
they were going to war on the gamblers, 
and that they wanted their work to show. 
They wanted to get the credit for what 
they had done.” ” 

Turning Up Something New. 

Mr. Thomas stopped a moment to reflect. 
He then went into a history of the prose- 
cution of the Athletic Club and turned up 
a brand new reason for the dismissal of 
Ernest Looney. 

“The detectives,” he continued, “in Au- 
gust, 1894, arrested a number of men con- 
nected with the Athletic Club. Mr. Loyd, 
Mr. Winn and Mr. Holcombe were among 
them. It was Mr. John Loyd. 

“A few days after Loyd was arrested, 
Mr. Jim Loyd came to me and I told him 
that I had the accusation against his 
brother. He said, “Well, there is an indict- 
ment taken out in the superior court.’ I 
informed him that I thought that that was 
a subsequent offense. He wanted me to 
pigeonhole the accusation against his 
brother. I told him that I had heard that 
his brother was a gambler, and that he 
must get ready for trial, and that I intend- 
ed to prosecute him to the fullest extent. 

‘‘The next day Mr. Park Woodward came 
to see me. Park and I are good friends, 
but when he asked me to nol prosse the case 
I told him I would not do it. That I in- 
tended to prosecute it, and that right vig- 
erously. 

“We went forward with the case and the

| judge fined him $500. His case was carried 
to the supreme court and then to the 
governor. I followed him there and he 
finally had to pay it. It was after Loyd 
was convicted that Ernest Looney was 
discharged from the position of clerk 
to the recorder’s court. 

“Looney came to me and stated that 
Jim Loyd and Park Woodward had done 
it. I thought it was an outrage. I went to 
see Mayor King about it and I also paid 
a visit to Mr. Goodwin and I told them 
that it was an outrage. At the same time 
Holeombe was convicted and the jury 
found him not guilty under a technicality. 
Afterwards both Holcombe and Winn 
plead guilty to selling whisky without 
license, but before Holcombe was fined 
Henry Holcombe in the office below here 
came to me and I refused to have anything 
to do with it. 

Lauding the Detectives. 

“After that almost night and day the 
detectives have prosecuted gambling cases. 
They have shown no favors. Bill Brown 
was fined $700 for gaming and keeping a 
gambling house. When he was on trial, 
or about that time, I asked him if it 
wasn't true that he had given the de- 
tectives money and he said that it was 
absolutely false. He made an exculpatory 
affidavit to that effect. 

“Now,” continued the solicitor, “looking 
at the commissioners steadily, “Harp 
stated in the Baker investigation that I 
tried to get him to plead guilty in the 
city court. This is absolutely false. I 
had two cases against Harp. Mr. Rucker 
was his attorney. I had to nolle prosse 
one on a technicality and in the gaming 
case I had to forfeit bond and he could 
not be prosecuted. He left the city at one 
time also. Afterwards a bill was made 
out in the superior court. Now, he said: 
‘I want to know how much Judge West- 
moreland will fine me.’ I told him I did 
not know, but stated what the average 
fine was.’’ 

Mr. Thomas told about W. H. Faith, 

the witness who had testified during the 

first part of the afternoon session. 

He stated that. Faith had forfeited his 
bend in the city court and afterwards had 
himself indicted in the superior court for 
gaming. When he returned he was fined 
$5 in the city court. He made a motion 
for a new trial and that motion is on now. 

Looney the Most Energetic. 

PF aioe, l'll say it to the credit of the de- 
tectives, they have been tirelégs in the 
prosecution of thes@® cases, I think that 
Looney was the most energetic amd swore 
out the most accusations, He was the one 
who gave me the most information, too. 
New,” he contimued, “I want tuo allude to 
the Jolm Tye evidence. There was a little 
inaccuracy in the morning paper. He stat- 
ed yesterday that the affidavit sworn out 

_by Cason was at a different time and on @ 
different case. Mr. Tye met me and asked 
me if I had an accusation against Turner. 
I told him I did not know. But I went to 
Looney and he told me that he shad been 
playing cards and an accusation was swern 
out. That was how tnat happened. At that 
time I knew nothing of an indictment in 
the superior court, 

As to Fred Cooper. 

“Now, as to Fred Cooper. te, I think, 
was prosecuted for larceny. His brother 
came to me and Mr, Frank Myers, too, 1 
think. Fred Cooper came afterwards him- 
self, and stated that he was drunk when 
the thing ‘happened. 
was prosecuting the case and I think that 
he asked that the bill be nut prossed. I did 
it at this request from the prosecubor, 

“T want to allude to Saxe, During the 
Baker ease he said that I persecufed in- 
stead of prosecuted him. I know nothing 
about the facts of the indictment. It is in 
McConnell’s handwriting. I came to the 
office of Judge Westmoreland and called on 
Saxe to sign the accusation. Here it is. 
You can see his signature to it. This ac- 
cusation was all perfect at the time, 

“IT could not have taken a plea of guilty 
on an accusation not sworn ‘to wroperly; 
the court would not allow it. I got up and 
intorfered and got the court to be lenient 
with Saxe. Looney put in a word in his 
behalf, too, and I think that he was fined 
$50 and costs.”’ 

Some Money He Did Pay Out. 

The solicitor stated that onty twice had 
he paid out money to the detectives. Once 
was when he gave $17.50 to Chief Connolly 
for catching a gambler outside of the city. 
He remonstrated then, but finally paid it. 
Chief Wright came to him another time 
and said he had located Knott, a profes- 
sional gambler, and wanted §% to pay for 
telegrams. He gave it. 

Mr. Thomas produced the checks in both 
cases mentioned. He stated that many 
gamblers had been made to quit their pro- 
fession by taking oaths in the court be- 
fore Westmoreland. He stated that an 
anonymous letter had been sent to West- 
moreland against the detectives. He turned 
this over to Captain English. 

An Unpardonable Sin. 

“TI committed the unpardonable sin when 
I refused to let up on Loyd; that was a 
thing that could never be forgiven. I don’t 
think that the criminal element of this Is 
in love with me. I’m not as kind-hearted 
in some cases a8 my Brother Hill, and un- 
less my sympathy is touched I never let 
up on a Case. 

“T want to say that it is specified that 
the sheriff shall collect all costs, and I want 
to say that I have never collected 
a cent for fines, and any one who wishes 
to know what I make can go over to Mr. 
Mike Blunt and fird out.’ 

The Only Crime Chargeable. 

‘‘The only charge,” he continued, “that 
they can charge me with is that I have 
made money out of the office.” 

Mr. Thomas stated that from January 
9th until December, 1894, the detectives had 
prosecuted 215 gambling cases 

Mr. Rucker: “Isn’t it true that they 
have objected to the manner of your mak- 
ing your money?’ 

“Don't know that that’s trve.” 

Mr. Rucker referred to the prosecution of 
the lewd women in the city court and asked 
how many cases had been made against 
them. 

The solicitor said that in 1892 eighteen 
cases were made of that kind, the next 
year twenty-three and in 18% thirty-two 
cases. Mr. Rucker pointed his questions to 
show that the solicitor had employed Mc- 
Ccnrell for the special purpose of making 
cases of that kind, and the atmosphere was 
warm with inquiry and reply. 

“Isn't it true,"”’ asked Mr. Rucker, “that 
Judge Westmoreland said he was going to 
stop fining these women and take to put- 
ting them in jail; that you held up cases 
until Judge Van Epps come cn?” 

“Yes. I thovght that it was not the 
proper way to treat them and asked Judge 
Westmoreland to get Judge Van Epps to 
preside on them, He said that if Van Epps 
weuld do so, it was all right. 

“I was not insane enough to think,” he 
stated, “that these women could be broken 
up by putting them in jail.” 

“Do you mean to say,”’ asked Mr. Rucker, 
‘“ttat Judge Westmoreland wags insane?’ 

“Not at all, but I thought that it was im. 
practicable.’’ 

Solicitor Thomas gave a full and lucid 
explanation of the cause of the coming of 
the cases of lewd women to his court. 

“The. city council wouldn’t punish them. 
None of the grand juries would touch them 
and they were brought to my court as a 
dernier resort.”’ 

“How much have you made in cases of 
this kind?’’ Mr. Rucker asked. 

“I. want to state that. It has been 
charged that I have made a fortune out 
of such cases. I keep a cash book. It 
shows it all. Out of this kind of cases in 
1892 I made $400, the same amount the next 
year, and in 18% I made $700. During the 
years of my service I have made from 
eases brought to my court of this kind 
less than $1,000."’ 

A flood of questions was poured at the 
witness by Mr. Rucker. Many were em- 
barrassing, and several sharp spats ensued.

The Governor Wants the New Eng- 
land Mill Men te Come South. 
Governor Atkinson believes in doing some- 
thing practical toward bringing the New 
England cotton mill men to Georgia. To 
that end he has been in conference with 
some of the leading cotton men of the 
State, and now has under consideration to 
send to New England a committee of rep- 
resentative men to lay before the mill men 
the advantages of Georgia over any other 
sites. He has not as yet determined whom 
he will appoint or what will be their meth- 
od of procedure, but he believes that the 
most practical thing to be done at this 
juncture is to send the committee. 


The house committee on privileges and 
elections will come to Atlanta next week, 
and will be in session in Room &# at the 
capitol, Under a resolution the committee 
is given power to meet in recess and Colo- 
nel Harrison, its chairman, has called the 
other members to meet: here on Tuesday of 
next week. The Douglas county case will 
be the first one heard and after that the 
Butts, Gwinnett, Harris, Munroe and Pike 
cases will be considered.

The body of the late Chief Justice Jack- 
son which, for several years has been at 
rest in Oakland cemetery, in this city, was 
removed several days ago to Macon, where 
it will be interred in Rose Hill cemetery, 
of that city. 

Chief Justice*Jackson succeeded on the 
supreme bench of Georgia Chief Justice 
Hiram Warner, and died while he held the 
office in 1887. 

He was a distinguished jurist and a prom- 
inent Georgian.

service in Atlanta, and if the eity council 
grants the petition for a franchise which 
was asked for Monday, Atlanta will soon 
have another first-class telephone system. 
The petitioners desiring a franchise for 
, the purpose of building a new telephone 
System are among the best. known and 
most influential citizens of Atlanta. 

Among them are Captain A. J. West, 
Messrs. James R. Collins, T. B. Brady, F. 
Hardy, N..C. Boyster, A. P. Morgan, A. L. 
Glenn, J. W. McPherson and others. 

These gentlemen petitioned the counctl 
to grant them a franchise to construct 
and operate a_ telephone system in the 
usual manner, and stated that if the pe- 
tition was granted that work on the project 
would begin at once and would be pushed 
to completion within a very short time. 

The promoters of the new company have 
been working on the matier for sometime, 
but have kept ft very quiet, and when 
their intentions were made public Monday 
quite a good deal of comment was caused 
among Atlanta’s telephone subscribers and 
citizens generally. | 

The gentlemen interested in the new 
company propose to reduce the price of 
telephones in Atlanta by about one-half.

SLIGHT ADVANCE IN STERLING EXCHANGE 


And $750,000 Gold Woes Withdrawn {for 
Export— The Gold Dollar Keeps 
W heat at a Low Price. 


New York, February 6.—Speculation at 
the stock exchange was extreinely dull to- 
day, the sales of stock amounting to only 
114,452 shares, against 157,843 yesterday and 
188,000 on Monfiay. The decline is directly 
traceable to the delay in the bond issue, 
Still the market holds well for the reason 
that the street is firmly convinced that 
the negotiations for the placing of the 
bonds have been successful and that all 
that remains is to announce the details of 
the deal. Mr. J. Pierrepont Morgan was 
quoted as saying, “I am satisfied no an- 
nouncement of a bond issue will be made 
until after the vote in the house on the 
Springer bill. I am also satisfied that 
President Clevéland and Secretary Carlisle 
are keenly alive to the situation.’’ This 
had a great weight with operators who 
were inclined to add moderately to their 
lines.

Dear Sir—One meets. occasionally an 
alarmist who says that of the government 
stops the government. gold redemption of its 
notes, the remaining paper and silver money 
of this country will sink to the bullion val- 
ue of silver or to a valuation of about WO 
cents on oS at ae or, in other words, goid 
will sell at premium of 100. Their argu- 
ment is that a foreigner selling merchan- 
dise here after gold redemption was aban- 
doned would be paid in silver dollars, which 
he would have to sell in London as bullion, 
and which in consequence would be worth 
only about 50 cents. } 
l’rom this it would follow that all Amer- 
ican buyers of foreign goods on new con- 
tracts would have to pay $2 in our money 
for what cost $1 abroad. If this theory were 
to prove true, this would become a very 
small market for foreign wares. With the 
incomes of our rich people derived, in 
Amefican legal tender money, from real 
estate, morigages, bonds and stocks, the 
purchasing power of our people in foreign 
gold equivalent, at a premium of 100 on 
gold, would be exceedingly light, and the 
suddenly ciosed outlet for European mer- 
chandise and bankrupt the immense 
trading and manufacturing European inter- 
ests. but gold would not go to a premium 
of 100; it would not go to a premium of W, 
nor 20, nor 10, nor 5, in our judgment. What- 
ever the premium might be, it would pro- 
portionately check American purchases 
abroad, and pari passu increase foreign pur- 
chase of our commodities. If gold were at 
a premium of 10 per cent the Englishman 
would buy, in American currency (count- 
ing a pound sterling as $5), eleven dollars’ 
worth of our wheat for his (two pounds) 
ten dollars in gold. Our exports would in- 
crease and our imports decrease. 
There is no free coinage of silver, and if 
We went over to a silver “basis Europe, 
even if it had, as it has not, a lot of silver 
ullion, could not send it here for con- 
ersion into legal tender money. Who 
could say we would be on a silver Basis, 
properly speaking, if we ceased to redeem 
in gold? Our currency would contract, ig 
anything, with gold at a premium, and this 
would give a value to the remaining cir- 
culating medium that would probably neu- 
tralize its lost power of convertibility into 
gold. Take the case of Italy. with which 
we are quite familiar. A few years ago 
Italy not only went off of a gold hasis, but 
it went off of a silver basis Jn every sense 
of the word. The only silver cofns in cir- 
culation in Italy for four years were “‘lire,”’ 
coined on the same ratio us French and 
Belgian silver, and a full legal tender in 
those countries... These coins, as well as 
all gold coins, disappeared from Italy, 
not only from tht banks, but from the 
pockets of the peaple. The government had 
to issue what we called “shinplasters,’’ lire, 
or twenty-cent pieces, and these, with the 
five and ten lire paper notes and coppers, 
constitute the only small circulating me- 
dium of Italy today. It is almost. impossi- 
ble to make change in Italy, as there Its 
not enough small paper and copper money to 
go around. There is an abundance of bank 
notes of larger denominations, Well, Italy 
is thus on an absoluttly non-metallic basis: 
its annual budget shows a deficit: its taxa- 
tion is murderously large and crushing; the 
enormous military expenses for navy and 
army, and its exhausted sofl and discour- 
aged people, herding together fn the slums 
of Neples, Genoa, Venice and Rome, or 
tolling on the plains of Lombardy for bare 
subsistence make its solvency as a nation 
most,doubtful. Yet the Italian irredeemable 
paper money sells at a discount of only 
about 6 per cent in gold. With that example 
in view, would it be fair to assume that 
in this couhtry, without free coinage, with- 
out any means to increase our circulating 
medium, but with an annual output from 
our mines of $45,900,000 of gold, that the 
failure of the treasury to meet every de- 
mand in gold would put our paver to a dis- 
count of per cent fn gold? Why, in 
France the Bank qf France. which as the 
greet financial power behind the currency, 
as the government its here, they do not 
pretend to pay out gold. They have a vast 
quantity of it, but they keep ft, and: the 
people have no way to force it out, for the 
issues of the Bank of France, as a

Stevens & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

By private wire to J. C. Knox, manager. 

New York, February 6.—The price took 4 
sudden turn today. Perhaps, there has been 
a little overselling among local operators, 
but one of the main influences contributing 
to the rise today was the announcement 
that a big bond issue by the government 
is a certainty, and that any denial of that 
fact is merely an “official fiction’’ out of 
respect to congress. Another was a bullish 
estimate of the receipts at New Orleans to- 
morrow, and another, some buying by Liv- 
erpool and the continent and more or less 


covering by the local talent. Everybody 
was surprised to see that the estimated 


receipts at New Orleans tomorrow_ were 
only 4,000 to 6,000, against 18,554 last Thurs- 
day, and 5,541 last year. Houston received 
only 1,724, against 4,755 this day last week, 
and 1,918 last year; St. Louis 491, against 519 
last year. But Memphis received 1,041, 
against 418 last year, and Augusta 3bo, 
against 199 last year. 

Spot cotton here was still dull and weak, 
though without quotable change. The 
southern markets were slow and unaltered. 
At the ports today the receipts were 23,083, 
against 24,186 this day last week, and only 
6,746 last year. Thus far this week the to- 
tal is 106,228, against 123,527 for the same 
time last week. Liverpool declined 42 point 
and closed quiet and steady, while spot sales 
there were 10,000 bales, at unaltered quota- 
tions. In Manchester some business was 
done in yarns at lower prices, and cloths 
were quiet. New Orleans advanced 5 points; 
New York advanced 2 points, and though it 
weakened later on, there was a subsequent 
rally which carried prices 4 to 5 points 
above the closing quotations of yesterday, 
and the final tone was firm, with sales of 
120,900 bales. It is still narrow, the local 
market being under the influence very 
largely, of the receipts at the ports from day 
to day. It is supposed that the New York 
stock will increase much faster in the near 
future if the market continues weak, as the 
spinners of t¥is country have’ already tak- 
en nearly as mucn cotton as they did for the 
entire season last year. Roughly speaking, 
they have taken 1,500,000 bales, against 1,625,- 
000 bales for the entire season last year, and 
1,750,000 bales in the previous season. In 
the meantime, the cotton goods trade here 
and in England is slow, and the sales of 
spot cotton are notoriously smaJl at all the 
American markets,

Hubbard, Price & Co.'s Cotton Letter, 

New York, February 6.—Summary Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter. The 
steadiness of the market remains the most 
noticeable feature of the situation. It is 
attributed to the eovering of the local 
short interest and the buying for a long 
turn by those who believe that these low 
prices must bring about a reduction in 
acreage and a smaller yield next season. 
The temper of the market is inclined to be 
bearish owing to the absence of outside 
speculation, but prices yield slowly and 
only through the liquidation of holders 
who became tired at the constant decrease 
in the value of their cotton. The falling off 
in the movement at the interior towns was 
without any other effect than to prevent a 
further decline. “During the afternoon the 
absence of sellers and a better feeling in 
the stock market caused a change in the 
temper of the cotton trade and the close 
was firm at the best prices of the day. So 
far as can be judged the purchases are 
not based upon any qGbange in the situa- 
tion, but are induced. by the belief that 
the market is over-sold..There is each day 
a small investment demand, but this as 
yet has not been sufficiently large to absorb 
the offerings of tired holders. The market 
remains, thews#fore, a very narrow one and 
should anything occur to cause the trade 
to believe that a reduction in acreage is 
certain an advance would undoubtedly fol- 
low. Until that point is decided it seems 
likely that the market will not present 
any new feature except those of a local 
character. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotten Letter, 

New York, February 6.—The market to- 
day was dull and depressed for most of the 
day and the lewest prices yet recorded 
were touched. May opened at 5.48 and de- 
clined to 5.45. The tone at one time was 
quite weak. The port receipts were about 
fcur times what they were for this day 
li st season and the bears seemed very con- 
fdent that a break was at hand, but the 
market, while sluggish and inactive, aid 
not break. In the last.thirty minutes the 
temper of the trading underwent a decided 
change, Liberal orders were received and 
the price of May moved up easily 5 points 
above the lowest. The close was firm with 
5.50 bid for May.

Wheat Indebted to Corn for Its Ad- 
wance Yesterday. 

Chicago, February 6.—Wheat was in- 
debted to corn for all the strength it 
showed today. For two reasons, the first 
during the morning and the second right 
at the close, the sympathy of the fine 
with the coarse grain was distinctly mani- 
fest. When the early advance in the latter 
was checked wheat fell away to almost the 
position it held at the opening and dis- 
played but little inclination to rally from 
that time until the final bulge took place. 
The news in wheat was not very impor- 
tant. There was a resurrected item touch- 
ing damage to the Argentine crop, which 
was given wide publicity a month ago, 
but when the crowd became aware of the 
fact that it was stale they sold out what 
wheat they bought on the information. 
The New Yorkers were conspicuously 
sellers at the opening, their own market 
showing a decline. May wheat opened at 
5314c, sold between 53% and 544c, closing at 
the outside, %sc higher than yesterday. 
Cash wheat avas firm and averaged about 
%c higher than yesterday. 

Corn—Shorts accomplished their own 
purposes in this market today. The cold 
weather just passed and the predictions of 
a severe cold wave in the immediate. fu- 
ture gave rise to the talk of greater con- 
sumption with an appreciable impression 
on the stocks and the large short interest 
with the light offerings did the rest. There 
were two notable bulges to prices, one 
during the morning. and the other within 
the last fifteen minutes. May corn opened 
from 44 to 44%%c, sold between 43% and 454<c, 
closing at the top, 14@l%sc higher than 
yesterday. Cash corn was strong at an 
advance of 1@1'4c over yesterday. 

Oats, aS a matter of course, firmed with 
corn, but presented no individual merit. 
The decline after the early boom was off 
corn, but rallied again with that market. 
The close was firm with May %2@5s@c higher 
than yesterday.

Probably the 
most potent factor in causing the advance 
was the repetition or rather the confirma- 
tion of the unfavorable reports from the 
Argentine Republic. It is probably settled 
beyond question that the crop there is not 
only very light, but the quality is so poor 
that the exportable surplus will be even 
below he former estimate. Bradstreets re- 
port makes the decrease in the available 
supply about 2,000,000 bushels, Primary re- 
ceipts continue very light. Millers in winter 
wheat Section are bidding 4 to Se per bushel 
above Chicago prices to. supply the do- 
mestic trade. Receipts are very Hight, due 
partially to the extreme weather, which 
interferes materially with transportation. 
The speculative feeling is becoming more 
friendly to corn, and this is likely to pro- 
duce a broader market and probably better 
rices. 
P'The same feeling prevails in the hog pro- 
duct. and the market was strong, with a 
good demand. The receipts of hogs are 
light, with the general tendency to better 
prices; in fact, grain and provisions are 
statistically stronger, and we can see 
nothing to prevent the general improve- 
ment in prices all around, except, perhaps, 
the advance of the gold dollar. We believe 
this is the only factor in the way or @ 
healthy improvement.

county Within a week or two after the ne- 
farious murder, he would have been lynch- 
ed. There is still some lttle fear of trou- 
bJe, but as will plead guilty there will 
barely be anything serious. 

The men who will have charge of Dean 
are Sheriff Camp, J. T. Hearn, J. C. Peel 
and W. BD. Cochran, four brave and sturdy 
fellows who will fight to the death before 
they will surrender if an at- 
tack should -be made, Despite 
all this the negro Dean does not 
want to go back to Campbell county. He 
realizes his crime and his condition and 
fears that his neck will be broken before 
sentence is passed on him. He will plead 
guilty, as he has confessed that he murder- 
ed Mr. Leigh, and he will be sentenced to 
hang in a very short time. 

The murder of Mr. A. B. Leigh was more 
horrible than even that of young Kiser, 
who was killed in that county less than 
three years ago. Mr. Leigh was the father 
of Mr. W. LD. Leigh, of Atlanta. 

The negro’s own story furnishes all the 
facts. He says that he needed ssme money 
to finish paying for a horse. He was 
pressed for the money and had to get it. 
Finally be was driven to such an extreme 
that he determined to do murder for it if 
necessary. H® went to the home of Mr. A. 
B. Leigh, for whom he had frequently 
worked, and aroused the family. Mr. Leigh, 
an aged man, came to the door and Dean 
told him that one of the Leigh farm hands 
was very ill. Mr. Leigh at once procured 
some medicine and started out with Dean 
f@ the house of the sick negro tenant. 
They had gone only a short distance when 
Dean 
hind, knocking him senseless at the first 
blow. Remorselessly the negro finished his 
work by cutting the throat of the insensi- 
ble man. 

Shot at by the Daughter. 

Dean then returned to Mr. Leigh’s home 
and knocked at the domr. He was admit- 
ted. Inquiries were made by the family for 
Mr. Teigh and in a stammering way Dean 
told them that Mr. Leigh was at the negro 
house and wanted them to come. He says 
that he wanted to get them out of he way 
in order to get the money. The ladies sus- 
pected that something was wrong and re- 
fused tt go. This refusal aroused Dean 
and he at once declared that he wanted all 
the money in the house. Miss Leigh ran 
into an adjoining room and came oft with 
&shotgun. She fired once at Dean, ‘end as 
he ran shot at him again. 

Dean fled and was pursued. The body of 
Mr. Leigh was found and the neighborhood 
‘:oused. The negro managed to evade 
every attempt to arrest him and succeeded 
in getting within a few miles of Tallapoosa. 
He was found there by a couple of Talla- 
poosa citizens, who heard that he was at a 
negro cabin near the town. They laid in 
Waiting and saw Dean go into the house. 
Then they rushed in upon him, though not 
before a big dog had given warning and 
Dean had started to run from the house, 
When the men burst into the noom. He was 
wrought to Atlanta for safe keeping and 
has been here since that time. 

Dean has been exceedingly religious since 
he has been in prison and has read the Bible 
every day. He believes that he should be 
Punished for his crime, but declares that 
he killed Mr. Leigh for money alone.

OUT OF THE HOSPITAL ' PLBA FOR THE SCHOOL 


Mis. Hicken’s Husband Spent Yesterday 
Afternoon with Her. 


MRS, HICKEN TELLS A STRANGE STORY 


She Says She Could Create Surprise by De- 
claring Her Identity—Denies That 
She Is Mrs. McFadden. 


M, E. Hicken, the husband of Mrs. M. 
E. Hicken, has been released from thd 
Grady hospital and is now seeking work. 
He was a visitor to the jail yesterday and 
was admitted to his wife’s cell, where he 
remained the greater portion of yesterday 
afternoon. 

He still has the appearance of a sick 
man and is suffering from a wound on his 
leg which he received some time ago, and 
from which he has never fully r¢covered. 
lie is able: to get about, however, land sta- 
ted yesterday that he hoped to get wérk 
in a furniture house in Atlanta if possi- 
ble. He states that he feels much bette 
and would be all right but for his leg. 

Mrs, M. E, Hicken is apparently in fine 
health and is not one whit discouraged by 
the fact that she is now under sentence to 
a two-years’ term in the penitentiary on 
the charge of forgery. She is an educated 
woman-and talks well. She speaks in a 
most interesting fashion of ‘the charges 
againSt herself and husband and affirms 
her innocence in most positive terms. She 
believes that when the case goes to the 
Supreme. court she will be granted a new 
trial at once if Judge Clark overrules the 
motion, 

“I have not been properly treated by the 
newspapers,’ said Mrs. Hicken yesterday 
to a Constitution reporter. ‘Things that 
I have said have been written up in such 
& way as to word the sentiment correctly, 
but so as to leave an impression entirely 
different from the one I yates to con. 
vey, 

“There is one matter Gr’ which I have 
been done a grave injustice. It was print- 
ed in one of the afternvon papers that a 
son of mine came here from Florida and 
visited the jail, The name of this son was 
given as Roy McFadden, and he was made 
to say that I was his mother. I have 
never seen a man claiming to be Roy Mce- 
adden and the jailers will tell you that 
no such man was ever in the jail.’’ 

Mrs. Hicken continued very warmly: 

“I deny most positively that 1 am Mrs. 
McFadden, I ‘told one reporter 4vho I was, 
but fortunately he did not use it. He ut- 
tered an exclamation of surprise. I men- 
tioned it before 1 thought, and I would not 
tell it now, If 1 were to tell exactly who 
I am it woula create no small surprise 
here. My husband and myseif are both 
from Canada, though he is an Englishman. 
We own property in Canada. We do mot 
speak French because we lived in Canada 
west, where Englisp is spoken almost en- 
tirely. 

“Il want to say another word regarding 
the statement made that I am Mrs. Me- 
Fadden. This statement wrought much 
harm at the trial, One of the jurors, I am 
told, said to the others that I inust surely 
be guilty if, woman of refinement as I ap. 
peared to be, 1 was denied by my son, who 
had come to Atlanta for the purpose of 
identifying me. No son of mine ever came 
to Atlanta and saw me, As to the cashier 
that the state wanted here to testify 
against me, I wrote to try to get.him to 
come. but he would not. He would have 
helped my side, 

“Now, there has been much said 
the trouble the jailers had with 
have not had trouble with a single 
here..I did have upon one. occasion sofne 
words with Jailer McCullough, but since 
he has been reinstated I have had no 
cause for complaint. Then, it was printea 
that I did not eat for a day or-two. I eat 
three meals a day and expect to for some 
time, I have friends who will go on my 
bond when it is announced. 1 am sure to 
get free and my lawyer assures me that I 
will be out by the lith of this month, 

“IT have a statement written out telling 
all about my life and my relations; My 
attorneys have advised me to say nothing 
about its contents, and, of course, I can- 
not. But I am most positively not Mrs. 
McFadden, of Florida, and never eloped 
with Mr. Hicken. He is my husband.’’

NO MONEY HAS BEEN SET ASIDE FOR IT | 


And the Work Has Been 8tcpped—A Queer 
Argument Pres nt-d-—-W bat Cap- 
tain Lowry Suay:: 


The Boys’ High school pbuilding 
an interesting problem. 

The building is now one-fourth bullt, and 
work has been suspended without any 
Prospect of its being resumed beforé a 
year from the present. The entire board 
Of education is stirred wp over the matter 
and is seriously exercised over the prospect 
of no provision being made by the council 
for the prosecution of the work this year. 

They declare that it is a matter of prime 
importance arid the failure of the council to 
provide a single dollar for the work when 
the year’s apportionments were made has 
aroused the board and it is likely that it 
will take some organized action soon to try 
and get the city fathers to reconsider their 
action, 

Speaking of the matter vesterday Caystain 
Robert J. Lowry, for years a member of 
the board of education, said: 

“Can it be that the elty council is op- 
posed to the buflding of the Boys’ High 
school? It has’ been whispered around that 
it may be so; however, I do not believe 
it, 

“The Boys’ High school now under way 
was commenced last yeer, so as to have it 
finished by this fall, after free consultation 
with ex-Muyor Goodwin and a number of 
the members of the council that would hold 
over, who Knew the situation, as it had 
Often been done before in other departments 
of the city. I will venture the assertion 
that the citizens composing the board of 
education do more disinterested work than 
any other department of the without 
fee or reward. 

“The appropriation this year is much 
smaller than we had reason to expect, con- 
sidering the improvements and the constant 
growth of the schools. The board uses every 
economy possible, and if you @ill look on 
the names composing the board you will 
find there men who are largely g¢iterested 
in every movement to help build up At- 
lanta. If it is necessary for the city council 
to go to the legislature for power to borrow 
money for other impruvements, why not 
let, what money you now have go to finishing 
up the Boys’ High school, now well under 
way, and wait for other necessary im- 
provements not commenced until you have 
the money in hand’ 1am one of thore who 
believe in having money in sight before 
you commence your improvements and that 
is the only correct way to do, but this is 
fin exceptional case, and we had assurances 
that we would have the means furnished 
us to finish the building. If it had been oth- 
erwise, I know the board of education 
would never have commenced it. This being 
the fact, I think the elity council should 
furnish the means to complete the building 
from some source. 

“The place we have now we wil! have to 
give up on September Ist, or pay a very 
much larger rent—possibly th four 
times what the interest on the investment 
made by the city in the new building would 
be. This school has neve: had a permanent 
home; it has movea time and again. An 
institution that has done as much for At- 
lanta as this schovoi has is entitled to a per- 
manent home, and a wood cae. 

‘Graduates of this. school can be found 
in all walks and positions in life, and when 
see a graduate, you will tind a man 
competent to til any position of honor or 
trust in the country, and, further, many of 
the graduates would not have oblaited the 
education which flis them for the many 
positions: they fill, but for this school. We 
beg of the city council io furnish the money 
to aliow us to finish the Lulding. 

“l am speaking for those whe are blessed 
with children to send and who are sending 
their. boys to this sehool to give them the 
higher education which enables ihem to 
obtain places that are always open to the 
competent, and our graduates wil] ever fre] 
proud in saying: ‘I am a gstaduate of the 
30ys' High school of Atlanta.’ 

“In this builk ling we have rooms set apart 
for a night sehool for boys which will en- 
able many hard working boys who labor 
all day to obtain an education and have the 
benelit of our schools, and who hu: for 
them | would _have | no 0 educat fon. att ail.”

The city offices will remain in the Cham. 
ber of Commerce until March next year 
and ample additional room will be given 
the Various city departments. 

A joint meeting of the finance and pub- 
lic buildings and grounds committees yes- 
terday afternoon determined this fact. The 
top floor of the building was secured .in 
addition to the other room already occu- 
pied by the city, and thé city offices will 
Spread out after March Ist. 

On March Ist the city’s contract with 
the Chamber of Commerce people expires 
and the matter of securing a home fur the 
city offices for another year devolved upon 
the two committees named yesterday, A 
joint meeting of the two committees was 
called by Chairmen Inman and Welch, and 
yesterday a goodly ‘delegation of council- 
men, aldermen and representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce assembled in Mayor 
King's office, They met within the shadow 
of the noted detective trial, but seemed 
undisturbed by the clamor outside. 

Mr. Welch, whose committee had the 
matter of securing the building for another 
year directly: in hand, presided over the 
meeting. Messrs. Stewart Woodson, J. G. 
Oglesby. H. G. Saunders and one or two 


other representatives of the Chamber of 
‘Commerce were present and were given a 


hearing, 

For some months there has been serious 
complaint among the city officials with 
Offices in the Chamber of Commerce that 
they were cramped in their quarters and 
that more room was needed, This com, 
plaint was by no means unfounded and the 
justice of it was apparent to all of the 
city officials. It was very plain that the 
city’s business was being conducted in a 
Space altogether too limited. The water 
office, the city clerk’s office, the marshal’s 
office, the comptroller’s and city assessors’ 
Office, the tax collector's office and the 
office of the commissioner of public works 
are all cramped together on one floor. Dur- 
ing the past year several changes have 
been made, the offices being shifted about, 
with a view to getting them more conven- 
iently arranged. The mayor's office was 
moved from the first floor to fie second, 
the city engineer was moved up stairs and 
the office of the commissioner of public 
works was brought down. Still the need 
of room is felt. 

A direct effort to get more room was 
made before the present committee on pub. 
lic buildings and grounds and resulted yes- 
terday afternoon in the rental of the top 
floor of the building for the use of the city. 

The conference between the two com- 
mittees and the representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce was for the pur- 
pose of arriving at a figure at which the 
building could be rented for the coming 
year, Five thousand dollars per annum 
was agreed upon. This is $500 mere than 
the city has paid heretofore, the addfion- 
al 3500 being in consideration of the addi- 
tional floor. The Chamber of Commerce is 
to keep the elevator running from the bot- 
tom floor to the top floor. 

The mayor's office is to be moved to the 
top floor, where it will be nicely fitted up. 
What other changes are to be made will 
be decided upon later. The room will all 
be utilized by the city. 

The arrangement made by the city yes- 
terday for the use of the Chamber of Com. 
merce for another year by no means ex- 
cludes the possibility of a satisfactory ar- 
rangement being made with Messrs. Steele 
and Ansley, who propose to erect a fine 
hotel in time for the exposition in the 
saine block on which the city hall stands, 
the hotel to be used as a city hall after 
the exposition is over. The hotel, if built, 
will be used for hotel purposes until the 
time of the expiration of the contract made 
yesterday, at the very least. 

There seems to be a favorable sentiment 
among the members of the council regard- 
ing the proposition, and every member of 
the council is willing to listen to what 
Messrs, Steele and Ansley have to say. if 
their proposition is a good one there is 
every reason to believe that the big hotel 
and city hall they propose will be built.
